" My Lords f and Gentlemen of the Jury, 

IT h\k to my fot in this cafe to date very briefly, and 
in a few ^^rd8, the circumftances which, as I am in- 
ftrufted, will appear in evidence again ft the prifoners at 
the bar —In fo doing, I (hall follow the example which 
has been fo laudably fet by the AttorneIt General^ 
fo much^to the honor of himfelf, and the benign inten- 
tions of the adminiftration which now governs the coun- 
try, by not adding to the fimple narration of fafts,"any 
thing by way of aggravation, if any thing could aggra- 
vate the imputed crime— At the fame time it is our duty 
nothing to extenuate. 

Gentlemen, if any perfans (hould have Teafon to ad« 
mire the conftitution, which they have endeavoured to 
fubvert, the prifoners tried at this cqmmiflion ought to 
admire it. Nothing has been ftated againft any of them 
in anger, nor has any indignation, which might- be fup- 
pofed to prevail upon fuch an occafion, been manifefted 
in any refpeft.— No attempt has been made to prejudice 
a jury, with regard to the guilt or innocence of any indi- 
vidual. 

Gentlemen, the fafts of the prefent cafe are very 
nearly conne^ed with thofe of the trial of yefterday. — 
The witnefTes arc the fame — the indi6hnent is the fame— 
the period of time is the fame — and a perfon has been 
convifted upon the teftimony of thofe witnefTes.' But, 
Gentlemen, it is my duty to beg of you to dlfcharge 
your minds of any event, which has antecedently occftP- 
Ttidf and to confine yourfelves to balancing and eftin^t- 
ing the evidence, which (hall appear before yoUithis ttey. 
Their credit was fifted to the laft degree ; but ftill they 
are open ta further inveftigation, if it fttall be thought 
neccliary ; becaufe what has already happene.d, (hould 
not at all interfere with your judgment of the evidence. 
The perfons to whom I allude are Michael McJ^affy and 
^ John Ryan.-^Thty had been employed in the bufincfs of 
hawking or pedling — they lodged io. the howfe of a 
Widow Doyle, in Dirty-lane, leading from Thoinas-ftreet. 
They were employed in" the courfe of the day in their 

ufual 



ufual bufinefisy and, after having dinedi had gone out in 
the evening in quqft of fome money which was due to 
&ne of them \ but finding it rather late, the^ returned 
towards home, and met a number of people, fome arm- 
ed with pikes, and others with blunderbufles. — Ryan was 
feized and pulhed with violence down tht lane, and Mo" 
haffej was driven down in like manner. Ryan is an in-> 
firm man, and liable to a fickncfs in his ftomach— the 
Uow afitsfted him, as might be expe£led> and from it, 
together with the alarm he was in, he was feized with a 
fickncfs, and his head became dizzy — and therefore he 
OBtitfot give fo precife an account, with regard to indivi- 
duals, as Mabaffeyi, Tliey both agree, that they were 
obKged' to go down this lane, and to go lo the repofi- 
tory, and were obliged to cake pikes-^-then were forced 
to go up the lan^ to Tbomas^ftn^^ The crowd encreaf- 
ed, and being moftly armcd> proceeded to a£ts of 
violence. They were headed by leader s> fome of whom 
the witnefTi^s can identify. — They few a trooper and a 
watchman killed \ — but the tranfaftion to which I parti- 
culariy call your' attention was, when they faw two per- 
fcns lying, not quite dead — they had fome remains of 
life, and were heard to groan. — Here the fafts apply to 
the prifoners-r^hey were knowa to oner 6i 'the witncffes. 
Killeft' kept a public-houfe, or cellar, in Thomas-Jlreety 
newt Jami^s-fireet^-^JAt is known by a name, which one 
can hardly introduce to a ferious trial — he viras known 
as the hufband of the dirty-cook.— The other pri- 
lbfier#i M^Cann^ kept a fmall ale-houfe at the corner of 
JJfffy^/flfH^.-— Thcfe perfons were armed, and exUemely 
aftiire in committing deeds of violence, particularly to 
thofe two poor wretches, who were lying upon the 
ground.— JiTj/A'/; thruft a pike into the body of one of 
tliofe pexlbns, and drawing it out again with deliberation, 
he cried out — " Now his bufinefs is done."— Af*Ctf/?ii fired 
at the other perfon, who lay upon the ground in the 
agony of death.-— Thefe are the material fails which re- 
late to the prifoners. 

I (hall not detain you. Gentlemen, by a relation of 
the a£ls of .other individuals, who are not now before 
you.— It would be contrary to my own difpofition to at- 
tempt to inflame your minds, or to mix any other cir- 
.cumftances with thofe of the prefent cafe, — And there- 
fore. 



fore, Gendemen, I (hall conclude with entreating you to 
difcharge your minds of what you may have heart) upo9 
former occafions. You are to confider the charge now 
made againft the prifoners, and their cafe^ merely upon 
the fa£ls which (hall appear this day* I ihatl only addy 
that it is neceflary, as has been done upon the former 
cafes, to. go into fome preliminary evidencci to (hew^ 
that their proceedings upon the 23d of July^ which, ia 
law, amount to High Treafon, and fupport the charges 
of compaffing thq deatK of the King, and levying, war 
againft him. Thefe will be previoufly proved, and then 
the witnefles will be produced to confirm the circum* 
fiances which I have ftated relative to the prifoners.

Gentlemen, I have mentioned the charaSer of thofe 
two wltnei3fe& — I hare confidered upon their etedft*-^! 
bate fad occafion^ of eft tmn ting the general credit of 
kkfprmers — I heard the teftimony of thefe men before, 
and I have thought of them fince :-^It ia pofeble, that 
what they fay is true, but there a^ fo many points of 
tFiew, in which jt is poffiblc, that what they fay is falfe, 
that I would not hazard a conviftion upon it. — Ydu are, 

from 
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from your clafs of life, as capable as I am of faying^ 
^ii^hether what I fuggeft 19 well or ill founded— *Tou can 
4^^erniin^, whether it is merely the . effuGon of a weak 
or warm mind^^whether it is nothing but the interefted 
language of a man fpeaking. as an advocate in defence 
<>f his client — not faying what be thinks, but whatever 
be can upon the occa^fion-^you will judge whether I can 
difdain a pitiful refource of that kind* — I am not a wit- 
ncfs for myfelf-^it is for you to determine and to a(k 

thcfe queftions.-^ ^The Counfel who fpeaks, cannot 

argue againft the man he defends — the court would not 

fuffer him to attempt it ^hc would be infamoua 

if he did. — But if any topic by which he may be de- 
fended, may occur to the Counfel^ the defence is 
not to be reje£ted, becaufe it has been fuggefted by the 
Advocate. — We fliould recolIe£b, that he is a fellow- 
creature, and a£tuated by the common fpirit of huma- 
nity, and when we are fworn to convi^ according to the 
evidence, the Advocate is a fellow-labourer with the 
Jury, who is a mere authoritative Advocate, than the 
Advocate for the prifoner ; and he fliould recollef):, that 
he is addrefling a Court, who are auxiliaries to the pri« 
foner, and the jury, who are fellow-chriilians and fel- 
low-fubjcfts with him. Whatever, therefore,' comes 
from a man labouring in the fame courfe, ihould not be 
rejeded, becaufe it comes from a man clothed with that 
chara£ter. — Lay then your hands upon your hearts, and 
fay — " I cannot feel that I can bring myfelf to convi£b 
a man, charged with fo grievous a crime as High Trea- 
fon, upon the (ingle uncorroborated evidence of mere 
common informers, concerned in the tranfa£tion by their 
own confeffion, and nothing to excufe them, but their 
own declaration, that they were compelled.". 

Gentlemen, that I am ftating this fairly to you, T 
hope will be acknowledged by the able and eloquent 
gentleman who is to follow me. — I know his difpoGtion 
tQ be too proud, and his underftanding too comprchen- 
iive, to deny the truth of any abftraf): propoGtion, any 
principle of policy, or general example, that ought to^ 
have weight with a Jury, in this difcharge of their duty— 
I know the fame would be faid by the Bench, if I car- 
ried the topic further than is conGftent with the ufuai 
practice. 

Gentlemen, 
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Gentleffien, I have very little more to trouWe you 
Axritli 5 you muft all be aware, that proof of a negative 
is almoft 'inipoffibk.— If any petfon would fwear, that 
fbu were now In your own habitations, the only way in 
wtieh it could be difproved, wbuld be to fl>ew, tliat 

2 on were here. I underftand, that both the prifoners 
ave fome evidence of that fort. — If it became neceffary 
' for Aie to fliew, where I had been Upon a particular day, 
ica days or a fortnight b&ck, it would be extremely diffi- 
Ciilt to produce a number of concurrent witneffes to the 
faOr-— I heard a witnefs afked, during thefe trials, where 
lie had dined the day before — he told it — but upon being 
afked, where he had dined the day before that, he coidd 
neft tell — ^fo I could not tell wherfe I had dined ten days 
ftffo, and therefore I would expofe myfelf to fufpicipn, 
if I produced not anumber'of witnefles to the faft whete 
I was. It IS not a erowd of wknefles that will fave a 
man;- — a confident credible witnrfs, (hewing that he 
Was not in the place where the Crime was committed, 
by proving that fee %as in another, is fufficient. — ^When 
the prifoners were taken, they were queftioned as to 
dieir fconduft upon the night of the 23d of Jtdy — they 
in'ttft have heard* of the abominable tranfaftions of that 
tiight, and it w^s natural for them to Oft their owa 
memory, and to try and iiad out other pcrfons, who 
were witH them— that has been done.— -A man whofe 
fife is endangered by an aecufation, cannot be idle even 
in a prifon — he is pre'ffing upon his friends, and folicit- 
ing enquiry.— rl need not tell the Court, becaufe they 
know as well as I do, that Counfcl tannot alwavs reit 
upon their inftrudlions as to the difpofittons of witreiTcs 
in thefe cafes, and tht^refofe it is not rcquiGte to ftate 
their evidence with any extraordinary degree of reliance 
upon it; and it is more candid to the Court, and the 
Jury, rather to give them an outline, than to go into 
any detail. 

Gentlemen, I exp6£l that the witnefles will prove that 
Killen was in another place, and not ' in the place al- 
leged — they will be ftrongly entitfled tb belief.— As the 
evidence 'has been communicated to me, I (hall feel my- 
felf much deceived, if it does not appear to be as ^xxnx';^ 
evidence as the circurriSl'ances of the man couid sjivc 
you jreafon to expcft.-*You will be confirmed in this 
No. 8. E opinion 
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opiuioa by the Courti that where evidence is extremely 
difficult to be hady there evidence of lefa cogency is' le- 
ceiVed — So reputation is evidence in' cafes of marriage 
and of thp birth of chiWren.— The fame principle ap- 
plies, when a man is called upon to (hpw where hje was 
at a particular time, (lighter degrees of evidence are ^d- 
aniffible. 

It does not drike me, that the evidence which I have 
for A/*C<?«/;, is equally ftrong with th/c evidence to be 
produ\;ed on behalf ojf Killen^ bfat it is equally favour- 
able. If.it (hould not appear fo deci&vely ftrong, as for 
the other, I know the candour of the learned Coun&l 
will admit, that if the evidence produced by KiUen Ije 
fufHcient to repel th^ evide^ice adduced againft him^.rit 
equally repels it as againft the other prifoner alfo^ he- 
caufe, iftheinformer.be efFettually contradifled ii| his 

^.alleganon againft one prifoner, it clearly follows, that 

. he- dots not deferve your belief, and lus evidence mufl: 
fall to the ground as. againft the other prifoner, even 

. tbpAip^K the letter fhoul^ not go into any defence at alK 

, 1 think I have heard two of the Judges who now prc- 
fide, ftate this principle of law, which I take to be uni- 
verfal, and beyond the power of contradidlion, that if 
a witnefs (hall depofe an intentional falfehood, iq any 
or.c refpect, he muft be rejefted j» toiOi and is' not en- 

\ litled to the fmallcft degree of belief; and therefore I 
am warranted in faying, that though the evidence for 

. one of the prifoners may not be fo ftrong aa.the evidence 
for the other, ye^ the evidence for the crown being 
ihewn to be unworthy,^ of belief, it is an ut>iverfal dif- 

. credir, atul is a flhield for every man, who ^ay be at- 

. tacked by the fame teftimony. 

I feel that my heart is bearing teftimony to that fair 

. claim for humanity and nioderation fuggefted by the

Gentlemen, the refult comes to this : I thipk the 
credit of the accomplice and itifbfitief is very light indeed, 
and when his teftimony i$ put into one Ccafe and the life 
of a fellow creature in another,' I cannot but feel, that 
if juftice holds the balance, humanity muft turn the 
fcalcr-^«»-you ough^ to find a verdift for the accufedr-^ot 
becaufe you are pcrfcflly convinced of his innocence, 
becaufe that is not neceflary — but becanfe you are i^ot 
fatisfied of hi^ guilt beyond the reach or poffibility of 
doubt. You are not called upon to fay, that you believe 
him innocent — but that if is poffible hemaynot beguilty— • 
giving a negative teftimony as. to his guilt, not afBirming 
his innocence — Tou will not give birth to an odiousface 
of informers — you will not detexniihe iHe cafe with die 
fame indifference as you would a queftioh of goods fold, 
and delivered ; but recollefting that you are ftanping in' 
a great fituation, with a view to public po-ioy and confti- 
tutional law, you will fay, that the evidence is weak, 
of evil example, of dangerous encouragement — If you 
have a fufpicion upon your minds, you ihould not con- 
vift — I do not fay you have ; but i ^dvife you to rv-coUe^ 
this maxim of the law, that it is better 99 guilty peifcns 
{hould efcape, than that an innocent man ihould be con- 
figned to the fate which is the evept of 3 convidlion — I 
pray to God to enlighten your minds and give you cou- 
rage to pronounce a vcrdifl, refifting any J5rejudice^vhich 
may fland between you and the truth of the csife, and 
that you will give a verdift in favour of the Prifoners, if 
the evidence againft them does not bear fo irrefiitibly 
upon you, that no fugg^ftions of juftice or humanity 
can prevent you from dooming them to an awful ' and

that when they were arretted, and without any charge 
iQ^hibited againft them« they told tlie ftory^ as they did 
lere.

criminal pradtices^. Gentlemen, if that is not conclufive 1 

evidence of innocence, it is as ftrong preiumptive evidence^ ! 

of innocence as can be produced in any cafe of this kind. — 

This is one of the cafes, where proof of an alibi cannot 

raife a fmile becaufe it is ^bove fuQ>icion. — It is one of the 

cafes, whifih.Mr. Juftice Foster fpeaks of, when h« 

fays^ ^' an alibi^ if it appeareth to be founded in truth, is the 

" beft negative evidence can be offered j it is really pofi- 

** tive evidence, which in the nature of things n%ctS^\\\^ 

^ impiieth a negative.'* In fuch a cafe what 'is the jury tq 

do? if t|icy believe the evidence for the prifonerj or if they 

doubt the evidence for the crown— natural juftice and com*. 

mon fenfe fuggefts that it is their duty to acquit. 

The prifoner is charged with being at a certain place 
whcj'e a crime was. perpetrated. He difpVoves that h& by 
•fhcwihg tliat he was in another place- at the time when thp 
crfme was perpetrated-— is not that conclufive! Qentler 
men, I (hould be aibamed to occupy more of your atten-*

You, 
moft probably, have heard them, when fcntence has been 
heretofore pronounced, I will not repeat them. \ leaye the 
prifoner to your judgment and mercy.

appear to me, marked with features of fimilarity equally 
ftrong. From the humane and honorable manner in 
which the profecufionS) under the ptefent Commiffion,' 
have been contiuded, I fed that I nave been pcrfedUy 
tight in permitting the cafes of the prifoners at the bar 
to come befote you all together. In this cafe, as in all thofe 
already tried, it muft be admitted that no meafure has 
been attempted to impede the defence, or prevent the 
prifoners from any advantage, that his fituation could 
admit of — and it would have been ungenerous indeed in 
me, who with thofe I have been concerned for, have ex- 
perienced the candid and liberal condu£b of the Crov^n 
Bafy and the attention and great indulgence of the learned 
Judges who have prefided on the Bench, to have, occu-* 
pied four days, in the invefligation of fa£ls fo fimple and 
fo plain, fo conne£ted, and foeafily to be tmderi^ood, as 
.thofe which you have heard given in evidence on this 
trial, and thofe which I have to lay before you in the 
defence. 

You, gentlemen of the jury, are to judge, whether I 
am juftiaable in aflerting, that, from vfhzt has appeared 
in evidence, there is no conclufive proof to (hew that the 
prifoners, or any of them, were implicated in the rebelli- 
on of ^uly laft .* and if you cannot conclude beyond all 
doubt that they were iniplicated, my Lords will inform 
you, your duty is to acquit. I admit you poiTefs incon- 
trovertible proof that a rebellious infurre£lion took place 
on the 23d day of ^ulj lalLj an infurre3ion too, found- 
ed on a confpiracy to overturn the Government of 
Ireland : but onlefs you are fatisfied beyond all queftion, 
tliat the prifoners were confpirators in that infurredlion, 
with the intent charged upon them by the indi£tment, 
that is, an intent to fubvert the exifting government, and 
of bringing the King to death, you arc bound by the im- 
perative principles of juftice — you arc bound by the 
pofitivc hw of the land— you are bound, as I will (hew 
you, not only by the fpirit, but by the very letter of thfc 
itatute, on the authority of which the prifoners are now 
trying, to fay, they are innocent of the charge, to deliver 
them by a verdid of not guilty. 

They, it is fworn, were found ^rnoed, that is not proof 
of treafon — they were found together armed, that is not 
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' pTdof of trcafon— -thofe fiifts, fimply taken, would only 
simount to evideoce of an unlawful alTembly — for uralefi^ 
tbmething was done it would not even conilitute a riot. 
Then, what is the queftion for you to try ? it is this, 
whether they were voluntary af^ors. I admit the de- 
nomination of the arms found upon the prifoners niu(t 
convey fome fufpicion of other intentions, ftrdnger than 
/ if they had been inftruments of a more common kind : 
/ . but, gentlemen, you will recoiled,* there is no proof 
0f their having ufed thofe arms any where, or on any 
e^cafion, in an hoftile manner — there is no proof of 
their having been prefeht with, or aiding,' abetting, or 
encouraging the infurgents. - 

' Ckntlemen, I have mentioned, and I will now date 
to yott literally the aCl of parliament on which the pri' 
ifbners are indited, ancil on the legal conilruflton on 
whichj you, in my humble opinion, are to form your 
vcrdift. It is entitled " the Statute of Treafons,'* and it 
Was ena£led fo early as in the 25th year of the reigtt of 
King Edward the Third; and its i^ovifions arc the 
firongeft inftances that can be given of the early and te* 
nacious regard with which the legiflature of En^lan^ 

Srotedled the life of the fubjefl, from arbitrary oon^ 
rations and newly manufa£tured treafons. 
I will faithfully ftate the words of the ftatute, fo far 
as It has irelation to the cafe before you. — It fiirft recites, 
*• Whereas divers opinions have been before this time, 
*< in what cafe treafon (hall be faid, and in what not } 
« the King, at the requeft of theXords and the Com- 
'* mons, has made a declaration in the manner as here?- 
«* after followeth." — It then defcribes the offence in the 
technical langtiage of the times, that is to fay, " when 
<< a man doth cotopafs or imagine the death of our Lord 
•* the King, of my Lady his Queen, or of their eldeft 
« ipn and heir ; or if a man violate the King's compa* 
*< nion^ or the King's eldeft daughter unmarried, or the 
** wife of the King's eldeft fon and heir ; or if a man do 
•* levy war ggainft our Lord the King in his realm, or 
«* be adherent to the King's enemies in his realm, or 
•^ other. where, and thereof be proveably attainted of 
<< Open dee4» by people of their condition (that is their 
** peers on a jury) &c. &c. — It is to be underftood, that 
*< In the cafes above rehearfed it ought to be judged 
M treafon;' ' 

Gentlemen, 
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Gentlemen, on two fpeQies of the above treafon,. thaf 
18^ treafon in coropalling the death of ^he King, and trea- 
fon in levying war agaiiift his Majefty, the four pri^ 
foners at the bar (land charged — and you are to try whe- 
ther they, or any of thenii can \h: proveably attainted. 

In confidering the evidence again (I the prifoners, and 
at the fame time rccoUefting the intention of the Icgif- 
lature, you will remember, that in proportion to the 
weight, of the charge^ the legiflature, as appears by the 
ftatute recited, demands. a prgportionable (IrengtK oi^ 
evidence. You fee and you rauft revere the benignity 
of this law, which not only defines, in plain and une-t 
quivocal language, the offences which conftitute bighi 
treafoU) but alio enafle, or rather declares, (for this 
ftatute is declaratory «f the more antient cornmou law.J 
what kind and ftrength of prqof is indifpen fable to bring 
i man within the letter of the aft. Should I, ija my own 
language, attempt tfo define that proof, whichy, as I hay^ 
■ faid, the ftatute requires^ I Oioijldhe wafting .time; be^ 
ca.ufe I have herjL^efore roe coinraents upon record, the 
comments o^ thole fages of the la\y whofe antient opi^ 
nions have lojog fmce, become, unqi^eftionablc authoritiest 
—Lord Coke, ia his third inftitutes (and the learneci 
' jurift was never found a friend to. prifoners. on triaj foe 
high treafon), after citing thp ftatute of Edward the 
Third verbdiim^ f^ys, •* In this branch four things are to 
be obfervcd, firlt, the word pr^vahly^ that\ is upon 
direfl; manifeft proof, not upon conjpftural prefump-* 
ti'ons or inferences, or ttrains of vi^it, but upon good 
and fufficient proof} and herein the adverb (/>r^i;^/*r 
vtent^ provably hath a great fpi:ce, and fignifietb a 
direft and plain .proof, which wo/^. ^he King, the 
^f Lords and Commons in parlif^jAent 4iil ufe, for thai 
the offence, was fo heinous, atid was fo heavil-y apd ick

^ered, they have no means of proving the compulfion 
exercifed upon them, wh^n arms were put into their 
hands.— This ie not like the Sc$tci rebellions in 1715 or 
4745, where the rebels continued in arms a long time^ 
and marched about from place to place ; where many 
were compelled, ani where of courfe many witnefles 
could be procured to prove the compulfion, and that the 
party charged took' the firft opportunity to efcape. Here 
there can be no witnefles to prove, that the prifoners at 
the bar, or any of them, were compelled to take arms 
and then went off :^^terror keeps back thofe who couI<$ 
give teftimony for them, and being all implicated in the 
fame charge, ttse^ 'cannot give evidence for each other 
Sut I fay this Ought to be their excufe, I fay, if they are 
deprived by the neceffity of the cafe from producing wit«» 
foefTes of their innocence, that is of their being forced to 
take arms, that Ibould be confidered as an excufe fron| 
a conclufion of guilt. The rebels did not become adive 
till nine o'clock^ night ; until then, it muft be prefnm<*> 
ed, they had a watciiful eye upon thofe they had prefied 
^to their fdrvipe i till then, there could be no opportu- 
nity for efcape — Now recolleft the hot^r thefe men fur- 
gendered at,* and, is It net clear they muft have taken 
the firft poffible opportt^nity that offered to defert from 
•the infurgentff? You will judge of their motive — Iftate

them origihaltv with the intent imputed to them ^ and 
that they bad tal^en the firft opportunity to fly from and 
abandon the infui:gents. 

Gentlemen, permit me to fupplicate ypur attention 
to an obfervation which, I truft^l will have weight. I 
truft that this qafe, not being like thofe which have 
•preceded it, the event w^l be ditferent from mod; of 
' them. In this cafe there is no evidence of brutality, of 
favage ferocity, or of fanguinary deed ; nothing ot the 
atrocity or bloodfted which have appeared in other 
.'cafes have been imputed to the prifoners. I do not ven- 
ture to fay, gentlemen^ that there is not evidence for 
your confideration ^ but I do venture to fay, there is an 
'equity in criminal law, which, though confined by 
Juftice Foster to the mercy of the Crown, yet, I fay, 
there is no rule which excludes it from the clemency pf 
. the. Jury. — Foster fays, that " whenever in the cafe of 
. <^ individuals, the general rule (hall be found to border 
on fummum Jus, the benignity of our law hath provid- 
ed a proper refource in the benignity of the Cro^n. — 
y I fay, the equity of the Crown for mercy to, indivi- 
<' duals, when properly condu£ted,. is founded in natu- 
**. ral equity, and in the principles of our conftitution. — . 
*^ It is nothing more than weighing the merits of each 
^^ cafe, all circumftances confidered, in the fcale of wif- 
<Vdom and found pplicy, againft the rigour of the

; jBerhaps 9t former periods fome allowance might be made 

49r tlie heated imaginations of enthufiafts ; perhaps an ex- 

.trajvage0t love of liberty mtgbt.for a moment fuperfede a 

rational underftanding, and men might be induced, for 

Iv^nt of fufficient experience or capaoity to look for that 

lib^ty in revolution. But fad experience has taught us, 

.that modern revolution is not the road to liberty, ft throws 

:the ma£&of the people Into agitation only to bring the word 

and the moft profligate to the furface. It originates in 

anarchy, proceeds in blood(faed, and ends in cruel and un- 

.fdenting defpotiftp. ^ ^ . 

Therefore, Gentlemen, ihe crime of which the prifoner 
Hands charged demands the moft ferious and deefp invcfti- 
gation» becaufe it is in its nature a criiiie of the blackelt 
4iye, aJid which under all exifting circumftances docs not 
^admit of a momentary extenuation. 

Gentlemen, the Prifoner ftands indiftcd upon a very 
ancient ftatutc— the 25.tli of Edtuard III. — and the indift- 
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ment is grounded upon three claufes. The firft relates; t^ 
compaffing and imagining the death of theking-^the fecoad 
to adhering to his enemies — and the third to compailing to 
levy war againft hiiD. The two latter^ Qamelyt that of 
adhering to the king's enemies* and that of compaffing to 
levy war ar^ fo. intelligible in themfelve. , that they do not 
require any obfervation upon them. But the firft does 
admit of fome technical confiderationj and may require 
upon my part a {hort explanation. 

In the language of the law^ compaffing the death of the 
Kingi does not mean or imply necefiarily any immediate 
attack upon his perfon. — But any confpiracy, which has 
for its objeft an alteration of the laws, conftitution and 
government of the counti^ by force, uniformly leads to 
anarchy and general deftruflion, and finally tends tp en* 
danger the life of the King.-^And therefore where that 
defign isfubftantiated and manifeded by overt a£is,-— * 
, whenever the party entertaining the defign ,ufes any meanir 
to carry his traitorous intentions into execution, the 
crim^ of compaffing and imagining the death of the King 
is complete. 

Accordingly, gentlemen, this indi£lment particularly 
ftates fcveral overt afts by which the prifoner difctofed 
the traiiorous imagination pf his heart. — And, gentlemen, 
. if it (hall be neceffiiry, thofe particular overt a£bs, and the 
applicability of the evidence which will be produced to 
fupport them, will be dated at large to you by the Court ; 
and therefore it will not be necefiary for me now to tref- 
pafs upon the public time, by a minute examination of 
them; — ' , . , 

Gentlemen, having heard the charge againft the pri- 
foner, you will naturally feel that your duty will require 
an inveftigation into two diftinfl points: — F'trfty "Whether 
there has, or has not exided a traitorous confpiracy and 
rebellion for the purpofe of altering the Law, the Confti- 
tution and the Government of the country by force ?'* — 
and, Secondlyy " Whether the prifoner has in any smd 
what degree participated in that confpiracy and re- 
bellion?** 

Gentlemen, I was h^ppy upon the opening (^ this 

' Commiffion to have ftated to the public, through the 

Jury which I bad the honor to addrefs, tharthis rebellion, 

dark as it was in its obje£i, and mifchjievotts in its defign,

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was m truth In pDint of numbers, contemptible in the 
extreme, and that it was prepared and put forward by 
.tbofe only, who had been difttnguiihed for their former 
•tfeafehs.***-! am happy to ftatc now, with more confix 
dence) that during the inveftigation which has taken place 
here, what I then ftated has turned out to be precifely the 
fa£k.— I then alfo congratulated the public upon the tran- 
quiUtty of the'country ^ and I am happy at this period to 
be able to renew thofe congratulations, and to ftate, that 
l&otwithftanding the cruel and daftandly efforts of that 
•rebellion, peace and tranquillity now reign throughout the 
hnd. I did not then, nor will I nbw^ ftate any profpec- 
•tive views of my own.— I do. not wifli to undertake to 
•fpeak in the prophetick.—- But when I confider the vigi- 
lance and firginefs of his Majefty's Government, and the 
fpirit and difdpline of his Majefty's troops, and that armed 
valour and loyalty which, from one end of thecoontry to 
the other, has raifed itfelf for the purpofe of cruihing 
domeftic treafon, and, if necefTary of meeting and repelling 
a foireign foe, I do not think it unreafonable to indulge a 
fanguine hope, that a continuance of the fame condu£l 
upon the part of the Government, and of the fame exer- 
tions upon the part the people, will long preferve the 
nation free, happy and independent. 

Gentlemen, upon former occafions, perfons were brought 
to the bar of this court, implicated in the rebellion, in 
various^ though inferior degrees. Sut if I am rightly in- 
ftru&ed, we have now brought to the bar of juftice, not a 
•perfon who has been feduced by others, but a 'Gentleman 
to whom the rebellion may be traced, as the origin, the 
life, andjthe foul of it. If I miftake not, it will appear, 
that fome time before Chrij^mashft^ the prifoner who had 
vifited foreign countries, and who for feveral monthsbeforc 
had mad^ a continental tour, embracing France ^ did return 
to this country ; full of thefe mifchievous defigns, which 
have, been now fo fully expofed. He came ^rom that 
country, in \^hich he might well have learned the neceflary 
effeds of revolution \ and therefore if he be guilty of the 
treafon, he embarked in it with his eyes open, and with a 
previous knowledge of all its inevitable confequences. 
But notwithftanding, I am inftrufled, that he perfevered 
in fomenting a rebellion, which t will be bold to fay, is 
* saexampled inanycountryi ancient or modern. A rebellion

When the leafes were ex-' 
e^uted^and the parties retired from the houfe of Mr.Frayne^ 
who as executor of one Martin , was the leffor in the Jeafe, 
Mr. Tyrrell^ the attorney, afked him, if he knew the gentle- 
men, with whom he had concluded the bargain ; he falid, he 
did not, but that his co-executor, one RoMey^ .who'Aad 
made the agreement iriginally and received the money 
might know fomethin^ ab^ut tl^m, but he believed he \vas* 
equally uninformed with himfelf. I fear, faid lAr.TyrreU^ii 
they are all like Dowdall^ that they can be about no ^ood 
pairpofc.

Here you Will allow me to obferye (l^at in all their pro- 
iciamations, they endeavour to draw, an odious diftin<Siioi> 
between the jEngliJh^ who fupport in .this country the Ad- 
nainiftra,tion and thofe of Irijh birth, who prefume tp (jo io. 
The King's .army is .to be treated as prifoners of war 5 but 
Teamen are to fuffcr as relets ; the fame threat is held out to the 
Jrijh Militia \ if taken in battle they are not to be honoured 
- with the appellation of prifoners of war, but are to be tried 
by court martial and fufFer death for their infidelity. 

He then fays, he, will " communicate to them in the ftfbft 
prccife terms that line of conduft which He may hereaft^ 
' be compelled to adopt, and which, however painful it muft 
under any circumftances be, would become doubly fo if Hf . 
was n0t confcious of having tried tp avoid i; by the motb 
di{i:in<Sl notification/^ He then proceeds to tell them in 
the language of an ambafTador ^^ that it; is not the' intentiofi 
** of the Undersigned, for the reafori He has already 
*' mentioned, to do more than ftate,-what Government itfelf 
" muft, acknowledge, that of the prefent confpiracy, it 
" knows corfiparatively fpeaking— Nothing."— In this 
unfufpcding moment of cdnhdience He little kaew that his 
plans were all developed and his cetreat afcertaiiied* . But 
let. us follow the paper a little further, and heire let me en- 
treat the attention of all parts of my audience, — ^^ inftead 
** of creating terror in its enemies pr confidence in its 
"** friends, it will only fcrve by the fcaatinefs of its infor- 
*^ matiort to ftirniih additional grounds of inve<3ive to thofe 
U who are but too ready to cenfure it for awant of intel- 
^Migence which no capacity qould have enabled it to 
*' obtain." . ,*. . ' \ 

. Thi^ paflage is direfted to thofe who fuppofe, when apy 

,difturbances take, place, that rebeillion rages m evei-y .Mriiti, 

.and is to be found in every houfe; who immediately ex- 

c»aiai 
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claim at the fupirienefs of government, if it (tetfis not inftantl^ 
trace by rnruhibn or magic the moft rtnriote and hiddcii 
-fourccs of treafoii or difafFe<£lion. And who ftill more 
charitably conclude, that the Government knowi' nothing 
which it does not proclaim, without confidcrrnfe how many 
things' the publrc interefes require to be cohcciafed. When 
^ny.difafter occurs, fuch perfons delight to go about amongft 
their friends, d^fcfibing with wonderful prccifion the accu- 
racy with' which they forefaw every circumftancc that hai 
taken place'; indulging in a fpecies of rctr^fe^ive prophecy y 
which certainly can never brin^ their fag^city to difgracc; 
But what greater pioof meed there Se of the vigilance- of 
cur Government than the n^ceifity which thefe three Confti^ 
itition Mongers were under of connning their ireafons to an 
obfcure houfe, under feigned names, without any commju- 
nicatioti br concert with the people. *The circumfpeftion of 
Governthent had fo fencompaffed them, that their rebelKon 
^id not venture out of doors. Js it very furptHing, gemlc- 
irren, that under thrfe circumftances, and during a period of 
domeftic tranquillity, the prifqner, the frrickbyer, and thfe 
tflh'k, fhduld have been permitted for a ft w tn*onth$ to* in- 
ijulge in a little houfehold confpiracy; concealing arms arid 
ardmunrtion, b\it overlooking the trifling circumftance of 
providi'ng nlen to make ufe of them. But whtjn their 
fchiemes gre^ bolder, when the circuipfpeftion of Govern- 
ment could be lio ioiiger eluded, you fee how treafbri walj 
dwarfed by the narrow limits within which vigilante had 
rertrained it. Thb moment it bufft, it evaporated.-^— 
Within an hour, and with a force not amounting to one 
hundred men, this formidable rebellion was extinguifhcd; 
and thc^'mighty mafs of eight months preparation nidted

*^ hahged V* I do protfcfl:, from the readinefs ivith virhJch 
'fome TTien enter into treaforiable purfurts,' it would appear 
as iP tills falutary leflbn remained to be taught, arid I wilh 
that no man would embark in thefe dangerous proje£ls, 
without feHoufly afkin^ himfelf, whether he i$ prepared to 
fubfnrt to the forfeiture, ^A^hich will be indtirfed by his of- 
fence-rthe Jofs of life and of fortune, and the .abandonment 
of i^\it and famify to the pains of want, and the reproaches 
of thb World. It further a(ks, " Arc the fcattcred mftancrfs 
** irow to be brought forward, ileciifrary to exemplify the

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** Aatute ? If the nunnerous ftriking cxairiples which have 
** alres^dy preceded were infafficient.-^Pf'govcriimcnt can 
^* neither by ihe novelty of puttifhtnerrt', nor the multitude 
^* of its victimdi imprds us with tenor; can it hope to 
** ii>jare the t^ddy of a confpiricy imji^fnetrably woven as' ^ 
• ** the preieki, by cutting off a few threads from the end 

tteiTe, in i Very feeling pathetic ^ddi;ers, the gorerhmcnt 
- fe called upon not to facrifice the viflims in their poffeffion, 
b^c^ufe fhey were tfqt the heads of the confpi racy,- but as 
rexpreffed in this paper, a few threacls "at the ^nd^of it; 

Gentlemen, I could wifh that fuch fedincs and com- 

pailibn had cmAe tipon the'prifoiier at an earilfer day;* that 

he had revolvedin his mind the train of calamities infepjl- 

rable from Civil War and iht<^rrial commt)tion*-i-and; thit 

he had a little adverted to thepoffibility ofponifhment, be?- 

tore he had incautioufly ptovoked'fhe commiffion of the ' 

erimc. — I could wifh he had refleSed fodhefr,— that by 

"hi^ading that :f6ri bus mob,' which burft into Tkoma^f^Jtreef, 

more human blopd muft be facVificed, than could be fhed 

* by this commiiEon, were it to lit for a ycar-^three liwes a 

■greater number of his rebel friends fell upon thirt fetal 

evening than has been fince'devoted to the offendcdjiiflice 

of their country. — But how fliail I fpeak cif the lojfel arid 

unoffending? that rebellion lafted but a little hour, and 

within that fliort period, it deprived out Couatrv oJF more 

' virtue, than tlp« Ci^mmiiCon conld ftjip if bf were its 

Adminiftratiofl to be eternad. * ' 

Ido, however, fincerely lament, with him, that fbmc 
pf* jhofe who have beeri hitherto brought to juftice, were, 
' coiiiparatively fpeaking^ infignificant perfons : They were 
not, I admit^ prime movei-s of the treafon. But, I truft, 
the Commiffion may not pafs over without fome diflin- 
guifhed examples. -^^-^-^It is certainly of much greater 
importance thit the web itfelf fhould be cut, than that 
' we (hould merely take a few threads fiom the end 

of it. But it will be found abfolutely neteffary 

that both ftiould be done. The unhappy inftrtimients,

in the land. But I acknowledge the former move to the 

■ fcaffold -with different feeling? andart eafier mind. The' 

^ man who by his fcbemes has forfeited his^own life, and f4- 

i<;rificed the lives pf others, is doubly gu'^ky, and at the 

awful moment of retribution muft labou,r' under accumu- 

Jated remorfe. •• , . 

Gentlemen, I have upon all fprraer pccafions felt a 
..conliderable anxiety, that any warmth whieb njay be in- -• 
duced by the difcharge of myduty, fhould not lead me t/> 
exceed it. I have preffed upon every fucceffive -jury, mild- 
nefs, clemency, and moderation.^ am fure, in thofe feel- 
ings ypu anticip^ite any recommendation of min^ I rie- 
qucfl, that nothing which has fallen from me, and whiqh 
\ I have ftated only with the v,iew of making the pia(s 9f 
evidence intelligible, may have any othet operation.'- - 
My ftatement is merely intended to make you more fea- 
'.dily underftand that evidence which fh all proceed from 
others, not to make any impreffion itfelf. , . . . 
If I have faid any thing to incite within you an addi- 

' tional ind'^gnation againfl the crime, I am not forry for 
having dope f o ; but I dp not mean, ia fxpreffing my 
horror of the crime to prejudice the. criminal, on the con - 
r tvairy^in proportion to the enormity of the offence fbould 
the-prcfumption be. that he has i^pt oommitted it. Imu^ 
alfp requeft, if you have heard before this day of the Pri- 
fonev's name that yqu will endeavour to forget it ; the 
vague and uncertain rumours of -papular mifrepYefentation 
iiiould be entirely forgotteU'^thaJtjA^hicii may, have, been 
matter of idle converfation, fhould nor work againft the 
Prifoner at the awful moment of trial. You have thelife 
of a iellpw fubject in your hands, and by the peculiarb^-^ 
hignitT of our laws, he i« pre fumed to bean innocent man, 
until your verdict Ihall find him guilty/ But in leaning 
g^jrainft abias you muft nottake adireiiUonthe other way. 
If upon the whole we fliall lay fuch conclufive evidence 
before ypi^ as no human mind can re fifl, you will be bound 
^ to difcl^argc your duty and to find the prifoner guilty, — But 
ii-^th e inveftigation of that evidence. every fovmer feeling

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give the Prifoner the full -benefit of any defence, which he 
maymake^ anddifpaflioDately confiderthenatate of .his 
vindication.

— Many viflims have fallen, who undoubtedly may not, 
abfira(%«dfy taken, have incurred any very conGderabte 
propoi:tion of guilt. Men, who incapable, of deciding 
for themfelves have been abfprbed in the guilty ambition 
of others; but, if it fhall appca^v ttiat the Prifoner'^ 
was tb^ prinpi^ fDover of this rebellion, that he was the 
fpring which gave it life and a£)ivity, then I fay, no falfe 
feeling of pity for the man, fhould warp your judg- 
ment, or divert your underfianding.. I. know the pro- 
grefs of every good mind is uniform ; it begins with 
abhorrence for the crime and ends with compailion fox 
the criminal ; I do not wilh to ftrip misfortune of per- 
haps its only confolation, but it muft not be carried fa 
frr as to interfere with the adminiftration of public juf- 
tice. It muft not be allowed to feparate punifhment 
from guilt ; and therefore, if upon the evidenre yon 
Ihall be fatisfied that this man is guilty, you muft dif- 
charge your duty to your king, to your country^ and to 
your Cod. If on the other hand nothing fhall appear 
fufficicnt to afFeft him, we fhall acknowledge that we 
have grievoufly offended him, and- will heartily partici- 
pate in the common joy that muft refult from the ac- 
quittal of an innocent maii. : .

Gentlemen, why do I ftate thefe fa^s f^*^Is Jt to fhewy 
thtft the GovcrAmcnt need not be vlgiiamt, or that ouP 
gallant countrymen fhoUld relax in theit eKert4ons f — -By^ 
no means ; but to. induce the miferabl6 Vt£^rms who have- 
been mifled by thofe phantoms, of revduti^^tiary delufion, 
to (hew thetn, that they ought to iofe no tirne in abandon*^ 
jng a caufe which cannot protCiS: iifelf, and expofes them 
to deftru£tion «and to adhere to the peaceful and fecure 
habits of boflcftinduftry. If they knew it, they have no

Gentlemen, I am aiixious tofuppofethat the mind of the 
Prifoner recoiled at the fcenes of murder which he witnef* 
fcd — and I mention one circumflaoce with iatkiadion — it 
apjpears j>e (aved the life of FarreOy and may the recdiedion 
oT that one good ai^on cheer him in his laft momehts>-^But 
though he miy not Mve planned individual murders, that %9

If there had been an opportunity to 
make a defence in ipatt^r of law, there are no more able

' Lord NoRBURY. At the moment when you are called 
upon to fliew, why fentencc of death fliould^ not be pr6- 
nounced agkinft you, according' to law, you are making an 
aVowal of dreadful treafons, and of a determined jVurpofe 
to have perfcvered in them; which! do believe has afto- 
' nilhed your audience. The Court is moft anxious to give 

you 
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yoii the utmoft latitude 6f indulgence fo addrefe thetti , 
hoping that fiich indulgence would not be ^bured\ by an at- 
tempt ta vindicate the moft criminal meafurcs and princi- 
ples^ through the dangiurous medium of eloquent, but per- 
verted talents. I befcech you therefore to compofe your 
liiind, and to recoiled, that the patient attenti6n with which 
you have been liftened to i^ unparalleled in the hiftory of any 
other country, that did not enjoy the benignant tenfiper of 
the Britifti Law. You fhould make fbme better atonement 
to expiate your own crimes and to alleviatfe the niisfortunes 
you have brought upon your 4;ountry 5 with which country 
and with youf God I entreat you to make your peacel 
You muft be aware, that a cou« of juftice iii endeavouring 
to control and do away the hiad effeft of dcfperate fenfiments, 
which have been thus promulgated, as the efFufions of a 
difturbed aqd agitated mind, Fs But the fulfilling that duty, 
which it owed to the offended laws of an injured country.' 
Vou, firi had the honor to be a gentleman by birth, and 
your father filled a refpedkable fituation under tb^ govern- 
ment. You had an eldeft brother, whorh death ffiatched 
away, and who w;hcn Hving wa? one of the greateft orna- 
liients of the bar. The' laws of his country Were the ftudy 
of his youih 5 and the ftudy of his matiirer life was to cul- 
tivate and fu):)port them. He left you a proud example to 
follow I and if he had lived, he would have given your 
talents ' the fame virtuo\is direction a^ his own,' and have 
taught you to admire and* prefei^^6' that cohftitution, for the 
6eftru£tioh of which yoU HaVe confptred with the moft pro-

Gentleffi«n,'the prifoner is imlideil upon two ctaufe^ 
of the ftatute, the asth Edw. HI. ¥\v(ty for compaffing 
andlmaginii^g the death of ihe lEing ; swd fecondly, foi^ 
eompafling to hvy wat: agsainft him ; and there are m the 
i^ndi^ment feversl diftin|t ov^rt ads j0i!d> whkh fpecif/ 
th<^ means tiied hy him to accomptiik bis traitorous de-* 
figns.' It is flat<*d, that lie coirfpired and agreed jivitir 
o&itts tojevy-vrar agaiitft the King— -that he procured 
arms and araitfOitition with thaC intents—that he hired a( 
httufe or ftore^ for the purpofe of receiving arid coneeaU 
ing aums aad amduinkioni to beufed- iii' -the rebeUion^ 
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and then that 'life did anally levy war;r7^tid the Gduft'

Gentlen^eli, this confpiracy, which we have hitherto 
fraced with fome fucceis, commenced with adivity in the 
coucfe of the fpring ; the confpiratorS conceived new hopes 
and enlarged their defigns, upoh the delivery of the 
Kme's moflage to Parliament upon the 8th df March'i"^ 
It then became necefiary to take a ftore-houfe |n fome 
obfcure part of the toWn, not much frequented|, and 
which' would not bfe, liable to fufpicion, and where, by 
fmall degrees, arms and ammunition might be' colleded, 
for th^ horrible purpofes which the confpirators hkd in 
cotitemplation.' Having'* conceived ^this defign, it became 
neceflary to look out for a man, who by his trade might 
have fome pretence for taking fuch a place, and uppn 
whom they would have' the moft implicit reliance.— ^Ac- 
cordingly, I am infVrui^ed to ftate to you,. that it did occur 
to them, that Hm)ley^ by trade a working carpenter, would 
be a proper man to become the • leffee of fuch a ware-^ 
houfe. — Accordingly, he was applied to upon the fubjed^, 
arid it will 'appear that he took a leafe from a perfon of 
the name of Coleman, of thofe premifles in Ma/s-lane 
or Croier'S' alley '^ in which the celebrated depot was after- 
wards difcovered. Accordingly, up«n the 24th of March 
laft, within a fortnight after the delivery of rfie King's: 
mcflage, the prifoner did fign and feal a leafe, accepting- 
a demife of that very warc-houfe which was afterwards^ 
converted into a rebel magazine. . • 

I 60 not think, after proving that leafe, and the pof-i 
feilion under it, that it would be incumbent upon us to 
take any further ftep» becaufe it. refts upoq the prifone^ 
to gpt rid of the violent prefumption which arifes againft 
him, that he took it for. the purpofes to which it wa& 
applied. 3ut it may be f9t;isfa(Story to trape him fomewhat 
further, and to (hew,, that he made ufe of the ware-houfe 
— that he frcqueot^d it— -rthat he worked in it — ^th*t he 
iifedit in every refpe<a in. furtherance aod jsirofecutiam of 
(hofe fchemes for which it was originaliy taken. 

In the month of AJay laft, he feduced a journeyman 

.^rpcntcr ti^hi^^)^\m^)^\va^\nUiih-Jirjeh and he af^ 
^ terward^ 
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tervioitis^ took him to thhs ware-houfe in Mafi^lanef tyrberq 
he (h^wed hkn the weapons which were oolleded, che 
preparations which were going forward, and in (hort . 
adopted fuch a line of coodu<£i, as leaves no doubt that 
be was an a£^ive perfon, inftrumental. in forwarding thq 
works in it. — ^H^ continMed to emplpy this| man, who for 
feverjal: weeks faw preparations of pikes and other wea-* 
pons, to be employed in the horrible purpofes of treafooy 
. — ^It is tioC.necefiary to follow the conduft of the prifoper 
in the depot from day to day 5 but to (hew you that h^ 
never relinqui(hed his d^gn, we, (hall produce evidence 
to prove that upon the 23d of y^/i^ he was in the depot, - 
tiW the preparations, attended to what was going fbr<* 
lyard, and appeared to^all intents and purpofes one of the 
confpirators embarked in the defign. 

• During the entire of this period, from March to J^hf 
it might betpatuFal to fuppofe that he lived in the depot— « 
it would have been a cheap refidence. But whether he 
was appreheaflve of fire, or was unwilling to introduce 
his wif(^ into the fccret, or thought that by living there 
with company about him, he might be more liable to b^ 
difcovered, he took ar lodging in.High-ftreet, not far 
from the depot, and continued to occupy that |odging[ 
until the breaking out of the cohfpiracy. We (hall pro- 
duce the perfon with whom he lodged-y-he fearphed for 
him upon the night of the 23d of Julyy and it appear?, 
that without notice to the landlord, or* any fufpicion of 
bis intention to remove, he and bis wife eloped about 
eleven o'clock. From that time he was not. heard of 
until the moment of his arreft. Whether he remained 
at the depot during the laft week, when the pireparations 
were more a£live) the witnefs is not vefy pofitive.; he has 
no diftinft recoUeftion of having feen him for the laft 
five or fix days — but his wife remained in the lodging till 
the moment; of the' infurreftion. From that time he 
fecreted himfclf— diligent fearch wa^ niade for him 
in vain— -the perfon with whom he lodged knew no- 
thing of him; bat at length information was had, and 
I^jpr Strry, wi;h,his ufual adlivity, went in fearch of 
him. ^ 

Gentlemen, it is my duty to tell you, that the circum- 
Aances^alt^nding the arreft of a perfon accufed, may be 
fi^voui^ble 01: ipjvr^ous to him. He may fodopt fuch a 
' conduft*? 
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eondriSk at tbc time of his arreft, 'as may ]hiud€ a Jwy td 
imagine, that he was innocent. On the contrary, certain 
fedings of guilty which the mind capnot readily difchargey 
«re frequently betrayed at the moment of arreft. Wlierc- 
ever fuch circumftances appear^ they may be taken into 
calculation againft a prifoner. As an open, fair condud, 
is favourable to him 5 fo a condud dire£tly the reverfe^ ' 
muft tend to his crimination. 

It vf'iDr appear that he and two other working carpen* 
tCTS were employed about fix o'clock ' in the everilngi ' 
when Major Sirr and his attendants entered the place in 
which they Were. The moment he advanced, the pri- 
foner ran from the fpot where he was at work. This in^ , 
fluced Major Sirr tso think he was the man he was in 
fearch of, and he cried out to his party, " Here he is ! — 
♦* here he is !"— ^The Major advanced, and was prob^ly 
well known to every man 'there. He faw the prifoner go 
K) his coat, and take fomething out of the p6cket ; — he 
delayed, until he afcertained what he was about, and feeing 
a piftol in h'is hand, the Major' fnapped his, and uitfor* 
Hwiately miffed fire. He withdrew to adjuft his piftol, dr 
provide another, and called .upon his^ attendants to come 
up. At that moment, a man of extreme good charadier, 
of the name of Hanlon^ advanced with intrepidity to 
aflift. By this' time, the prifoner concealed himfelf \n a 
comer, behind a wall which protected great part of his 
perfon, and he levelled his piftol at Hanlon. The latter 
perceived what he was at, and prepared to defend him- 
felf. Who fired firft I cannot particuJarly ftatc-; but they 
exchanged (hots. Hanlon was killed upon the fpot, and 
the prifoner received a vvound. in his left hand. 

In the confufion which muft neceffarily follow fuch « 
lamentable occurrence, the prifoner contrived to efcape ; 
but was immediately purfued. In the fliort period which 
clapfed, he not only concealed himfelf, but re-charged 
the fame piftol, and was prepared to defend himfelf again, 
by talcing away the life of another perfon ; but iiis intre-* 
pidity failed him, and while he was denouncing death to 
all around him, he wias feized, difarmed,. and put int& a 
fiaie of fecurity. - \ 

Gentlemen, it fs my duty to tell youj that you are not 
to pafs a verdift upon this trial for the death of Hanhn^ 

. The prifoner is now before you upon -a charge^ of high 
treafon, not of murder ; and therefore you are not to 

. confider the death of Hanlon 2is evidence of the prifoner's

fingle nnm i The witnefles are a&ing upon the principle 
of felf-prefervation. They are taken as traitors*— *they are 
inftfufbd, or they know, chat by becoming informers they 
are.fafe. Can any witneis be impeached in fo ftrong a 
manner as thefe .witneiFes are, out of their own mouths, 
or their o^wq oaths i Then how far (hould their, credit 
gp? No further thai> to eftablilh th^ truth of their own 
$»pituder-againft thernfelves their own evidence ought 
|o have weight, hut, againft any other man, Qiould be 
light as the goflamer in the fcal^ of juftice. B<?t it may 
be faid, here are two witheiTes fwearing and corroborating 
each other in evidence of the fame fads. I anfwer, u 
you cannot credit one, you wopld not credit one tbou- 
fand of the fame defcription, fwearing to the fame fad, 
becaufe the concIuGon is the fame. If one fuch witnefs 
JTwears to iave his life, (b would one thoufand fuch wit* 
neSes^ and your determination upon their credit muft be 
the fame as to all. 

Gentlemen^ I thought from the ftate of Mr'. Attorkhy 
General, that witnefles would not have been brought

In the 
civil law, which, • thank God, does not rule m Ais 
free country, though in fome inftances it is received; I 
Ay, that by the civil law, the rule of evidence iis^ thslit 
the greater the- offence, the lefs 'evidence is necefiary for 
cdtividion; But our law fays, that in proportion as the 
oflFence is great^ fo ought the evidence be great and pre-r 
ponderating againft the party accufed, and fo it is vir^

Gentlemen, there is one obfervation more occurs— ^^ 
look into the depot— what do you find there ? — a banditti 
of rebels. Moft properly, hfs. Majefty's law officers 
have brought witneffes from that depot. I wifh they 
had brought more; for how ftands the prifdner; coul4 
he bring witnefles frbm that kind of hell, I would caH 
it, from that neft of fiends, to give evidence in his fe- 
vour ?

-by-.^rce, by morder and maflacre^ The purpofes for 
which the depot was ufed, appears from the teflimony ^ 
^ JPiemmg^LXid Fimrtyi they both' had acccfs to the place^ 
; being of the fame defcription of perfons who reforced 
'^eF9,-and if the rjurje believed their teilimony) the works 
. in which all the perfons there were employed were .for 
, thie purpofes of treafon. Thefe witneiTes were embark-^ 
•cd in the fame .objcift — they ^ have acknowledged, by 
- their; own evidence^ that; they have committed treafon, 
'•' for ' which their lives, are , forfeited by the law of the 
t land ; aiid undoubtedly, tefiimony coniing from perfons 
..acknowledging they are capable of committing, and who 
h|ve committed fuch great crimes, ought to, be received 
i with great caution. According to the law of the land, 
: an accomplice in any offence J from Treafon down to the 
Ibweft crime, is a witnefs admiiiibie in a court of Jiif- 
tice;'but his teftimbny is always left to the Jury, who 
will deteroiine upon the credit which fuch witnefs is en- 
titled to — and a Jury would be juftifiedi if they .believed 
the teflimony of luch a witnefs, ftanding naked and un- 
. corroborated, to find the perfon agaihft; ^om it was 
given, guilty of even a capital crime. ' In general, how* 
ever, fuch evidence is received with caution, and the 
: Jury look for circumftances of corroboration. Here they 
Mvbuid obferv^, -tliat this cafe does not reft upon the t;^fti- 
mony of a fingle accomplice — there is the concurring tef- 
timony of two accomplices, 

. But it is faid, that. the teftimony t>f both is derived 

from the fame tainted fource. The Jury would coniider, 

how far the teftimony of thofe two men was confident 

with each other. Bdt the hioft material .confideration 

was| bow far their teftimony was corroborated by the 

other witnefte» in the cafe,— rAewing, that what they have 

fajd :of?thc prifoner is true. It was alleged, that Fineriy 

, and /^/wwff^ were in that depot, and hsiving entered there 

. with the wicked intention which they have acknowledged, 

their evidence of the manner in which th6 prifoner was

. fi^i ?•— The witneffes fay, the pir ifoner. viforked there as

.pofieffion, ftating that he had commlffioos to execute,

The prtfoner has produced no evidence to fhew, that 
he empbyed the place in any uftfui or innocent purpofe ; 
but' ali the evidence hi the cafe went to ihew, it was cm- 
ployed 'in forwarding the worft and moft criminal de- 
£giis; and therefore^^ the Jury would Confider whether^ 
when the prifoner took thefe premifes, he did fe withtlie 
view imputed to him or not ?' — ^Undoubtedly every thing 
which was (aid, tending to refle£fc upon the tefttnfiony of 
acoompUces, defervcd the attention of the Jury. No 
doubt, m6n acknowledging themfelves ripe for mUrder 
might well be fufpe£ied. as capable of commitljbg per- 

. jury. There was good reaibn why their tcftimony fhoui^ 
be received with great caution, but no reaibn why it 
fliould be altogether dirmifled from confideration. 

When traitors have for their obje^l: an attack upon 

•the Caftle, and the taking of the city of Duhliny it muft 
naturally follow, that an immenfe number of men mtift 
be employed to carry fuch a defign into execution. It 
could not b« eSe£ied by a (ingle man, or by a few men« 

- It }«i h work which requires the co«aperatioo of a great 

^nuritber of acecmiplices, of various claiTes and deferip- 
tions. And therefore much of the dangei' to which men 
are expofedy' who aded with confpiracies of' that fort^ 
adfes not only^ from the refiftance which they piay meet 
with, from the brave and loyal men^ho are to be at« 

'tacked, but from the fpfpieion which, the confpirators have 

. of each othery being obliged to affociate with many pro- 
fligate, vile and crimifTal men. The danger to arifi? from 
fubh confpiracy is much diminifiked by a want t>f confi- 
dence in each other, and the tefti:q[iony which they give 

^ dgairtft each other, when the hand of the law falls upon 
them. It is therefore neceffaty to give prtstedion to 
fuch evidence; it (hould ,be al)vays recerved, but it was 
not defired that it fliould be received with every &g^e 

' of credit. Every channel leading to a difcovery of feci et 
meafures (hould be at all times Open; but a Jury !(hould 

'' be cautious in believing evidence of that defcriptiony un«- 
iefs it was fupported by other circumftances, which gasre 

weight 
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weight and probability in s^ddition t6 the intrinfic effi- 
cacy of the evidence itfelf. 

Upon the whole of the cafe, the Jury would confider, 
therefore, whether the prifoner was one of the confpi- 
rators charged in the indidment? whether that confpi- 
racy had for its objed an attack upon the Kifig's govern- 
ment, and to efFcfl: a revolution by force? whether he 
took the warehoufe in order to ftore it with arms for the 
piii'pofe of that confpiracy ? and whether he levied war, or 
joined with thofe who did ? for in treafon, every one par- 
taking in the crime is a principal. It was competent 

. for the prifoner to (hew the purpofe with which he took 
^. the warehoufe, and that he took it for a lawful occaHon; 

' biit no evidence of that fort was given. Ifthe jury be- 
lieved the charges againft the prifoner, they woUld find 
hfiTi guilty; if they had any rational doubt, it was their 
duty to acquit him.

Mr. Baron George. 

Henry HowUy ! you ftand now conviifed of the greateft 
crime which any man can" be guilty of in this world. 
It is aftonifhingy how any human creature, with a heart 
to feel for his kind, or a mind retaining the flighteft im- 
preffion of a future ftate, could remain for months together ^ 
contemplating the horrors which muft inevitably take* 
place before a' revolution tould be efiefledf Did you 
not think, before you, could effe^l your purpofe, of the 
innumerable murders of decent and honefl:, r^ot to fay 
' gfeat ihA virtuous perfons, which muft have taken place, 
and \yithout giving to them the warning of one moment. 
A multitude of you take focietv by furprife j you fally 
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forth upon your fellow-creatures unarmed and unrefifttng, 
and you put to death, men, who had never committed • 
the remoteft ofFence agaihft you. * But it is not only th^ ' 
greateft wcaknefs, but the greateft folly. that can be con-. ^ 
ccived. Has it ever ,beqn .heard that fuch efforts of re- 
bellion have been fucceftful ? if you had been acquainted 
with the hiftory of --your own or , other countries, you 
muft have known that every attempt of the fort has been 
, defeated. Your attempt, praife be to God, has failed; 
and under his' divine proteAion every future projeft of a 
fimllar nature will end in the fame manner, in the de- 
ftr^ftion of all thofe who enter into It, either by the fword 
of loyalty, or the hand of the law. Nothing can refult 
to the inftruments of fuch defigns but complete ruin ; 
death t(> themfelves, beggary and mifery to their wives 
and children; yet fuch is the infatuation which marks 
their condu<3, that although they every day fee the, un- 
happy vi£lims of finiilar delufion fwallowed in the gulph ' 
of deftrudlion, they arc nQt tD be inft.ruScd by theit fate. 
But, I trull, this wretqhed infatuation will end here. ; 
i truft, that if there are ftill in thi? country, mdn, who 
iire not a<3ed upon by grace, to relinqlii(h their wicked' 
•defigns againft the peace and happlnefs of foci^ty, that - 
they will at Icaft yield to the fuggeftions of common fenfc, 
the leaft particle of which would direct them to corifult . 
their own fafety, by withdrawing themfelves from pro- 
jefis utterly imprafticable, and inevitably deftruflive. 
How is it poi&bk) that any man could propofe fuccefs to 
hinifelfin fuch attempts? how hope by fuch means^ or 
for a fingle moment to oppofe a regular force of 3000 men, 
horfe, footi and artillery, under the command of govern- 
ment ; befides fuch an armed hoft of brave yeomanry, in- 
dependent of the mafs of unarmed loyalty) which in fuch a 
crifis would fly from, every quarter to jthe fupport of go- 
vernment and civil order ? did any of you a(k yourfelves, 
what would have been the coijfeqyences c;ven or a mo- 
mentary fuccefs effefted by a deluded rabble, running '. 
fuddenly upoii a courfe of murder, glutting their, wicjced 
difpolitions and gratifying their malice ? Could you or 
any man fuppofe, that any thing beneficial to the country ' 
could have been efFeited by. fuch iD^til . It is lamentable 
to refleca on the horrible doings of tl?p iji.QfJufy. Of ^ 
the crimes of that night you appear to have been a prime 
mover; the confpi raters placed great cb;ifidence'in you; 
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you were the tenant of thcfe premifcs, wiiere were ftore'J 
thofe evils which have partially fallep upon the country, 
and which Were intended to involve it in general horror 
and defiruSion ; and without repentance and remorfe, 
-you were for three months or more, deliberately preparing 
to let loofe this curfe upon your fellow-citizens and coun- 
trymen. Pray, what muft you have fuppofed to be the 
nature of that God who governs the univerfe, if yoa 
imagined that he would allow fuch crimes to go unde-^ 
te<5ted and unpunilhed, or that he would not vifit the 
land with all the plagues of divine wrath, if thofe crimes 
had not been avenged by the hand of juftice? 

I truft, unhappy man, that you will ufe the time al- 
lowed you here, in a (incere effort of repentance, and 
in making all poffible atonement for your grievous of^ 
fences, before you appear before the throne of that all 
wife^nd juft God, who entertains peculiar horror of thofe 
' crimes', which afFeft the peace and order of fociety j all 
whofe ordinances enjoin the prcfervation of his creatures, 
until the natural time deftined for their departure from 
this life, unlefs falling beneath the ]uft infli<£^ion of the 
law ; for it is exprefsly ftated that " JVljofoeiier Jheds the 
blood of a many by man affo Jhall his blood be fl)ed*^ The 
laws of God and man require the facrifice, and your life 
mufl: be rendered up an atonement, fuch as it is, to the 
injuries. which you have affifted in bringing upon your 
country. 

The Learned Judge then pronounced the fentence in 
the ufual form.

- My Lords and Gentlemen of the Jury^ 

You, Gentlemen, liave attended to the indiftment 
by which the prifoner is charged with the crime of high 
treafon. You have heard him deny that he is guilty pf 
that crime, and it will be your duty <o attend to the evi- 
dence which will be offered upon the part of the Crown, 
. ' to fubftanliate the indiiSlment — ^In doing this it will be 
our duty, firft to fubmit to you, that fort of evidence which 
hasbeenljithertorefortedto, for the purpofe of eftabli(Ii- 
ing, beyond (JiflSculty or doubt, the exiftence of a trea- 
fonable confpiracy and rebellion, and then to calf your at- 
tention to thofe parts of the cafe which affedl the prifoner 
perfonally as engaged in that confpiracy and rebellion, 
and participa^ting in the general crime, of which fo mai\y 
have been already accufed and found guilty. 
. The principal overt a6^s in the indidlmenr, which de- 
monftrate the prifoner*s guilt, and which will be chiefly 
relied upon, are, that he, with others, colleded arms and 
ammunition for the purpofe of rebellion^ and that after- 
wards, upon the 23d of july^ he appeared, armed^ aiding 
and affifting other rebels in levying war againft the King. 
Gentlemen, if we cftablifh one or other of thefe" overt 
acls, the prifoner mtift be found guilty, under the indid- 
inent which has been preferred againft him. 

Gentlemen, The confpiracy having been formed, it 
was found neceffary in the courfe of lalt ipring to have 
fomc two or three houfes taken, for the purpofe of col-

leiSiog anas and ammunition with fecrecy. The piMbner 
was accordingiy employed to take the hoqfe, No. 26, in 
Pairici'Jlreet^wherGhe continued to refidcfrom the month 
of Mayj in this year, when he took the demife, down to 
the explpfion, which took place npon the 1 6th of yufy. 
It will appear, that the prifoner concealed in the boufe a 
number of fliort poles, the ufe of which was not known 
for a confi4erable time, but it is now qonceived that they 
were intended to be fcrewed together, and to form pike 
handles. He alfo cad feveral bullets, and at length con- 
verted his houfe into a gun-powder raanufaftory : But he 
had not proceeded far in this projefl: when an accident oc- 
curred, by which his defigns were'defeated. Providentially 
upon the i6th of yuly^ an explofion took pl^ce in his 
houfe, which, though not loud enough to give public 
alarm, was fufilcient to frighten his neighbotirs, who ac- 
cordingly fent for the fire engines, conceiving it pofEble 
that the houfe might be in flames. You will obferve the 
. prifoner's conduct upon this occafion^ it will appear, that 
inftead of calling in the afliftance of the fire-engines, pr 
of his neighbours, the f^rft thing he di4 was to put a pad. 
lock upon the door, and then to appear at an upper win- 
dow, from whence he declared, that what happened pro- 
ceeded from fome dyers who were making an experiment, 
and that all was fafe^ and that he did not want afijftance i 
and he earneftly entreated his neighbours and the fire- 
engines to withdraw. Thefe circumftances having been 
the next day communicated to a peace officer^ were not 
perfeftly fatisfaSory to him, and imagining from the 
anxiety with which the pofleffion was held, that fome- 
thing material might be difcovered, he and his afliflants 
broke open the door j they found two chefts, in one of 
which were 50 bullets and ia volume Folney's Revolution 
of Empires ! — In a back room upon the fame floor, they 
found a mill or an inftrument with a roller, which I aip 
inftrudled had evident marks of having been lately em- 
ployed in grinding falt-petre. They aifo found a num- 
ber of fhort poles about three feet each in length, and a 
fmall quantity of unfiniftied gunpowder. Search was 
made for the prifoner, but he had abfconded, and a man of 
the name of Keenan (who had been wounded, partly by 
the explofion and partly by the glafs of a window, which 
he was breaking to procure air) was arretted. He was 
clofely examined, but died without making any difcoverv. 
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A labourer alfo of 'the name of Byrngy who attAded the 
houfe, was taken up and confined, but he has always de-^ 
nied hi? knowledge of what bis employer wasjabout, and 
and there is reafon to believe he was ignorant of it. 

Gentlemen, thefe circumftances might, at the outfet, 
be fufficient tofatisfy your minds, if we had no other evi- 
dence to produce. The fa£t of his ^fciug the houfe bt 
the particular time he did, his employirig'it for thofe pwr- 
pofes, ' his locking the door, and refifting the inter- 
ference of the neighbourhood, would fatisfy the mind of . 
' any man, that he was concertied with others in that con- 
fpiracy, which afterwards broke out. 

The houfd being thus deranged, it became neceflary for 
bim to look for another place equally friendly to his hor- 
rid purpofes, and without mentioning where he thought 
proper to fix his abode, I believe, gentlemen, you are al- 
ready attending him from this hpufe in Patrick-Jireei^ to 
the celebrated depot in Mafs-lane. We trace him there 
lending that affiftance to the rebellion which the accident • 
had prevented him from continuing in Patrick-Jlrut, — . 
He there praftifed his trade as a carpenter — he rounded 
pike handles ; he filled beams with gunpowder, for the 
purpofe of explofion. We find him afterwards continuing 
the fame line of condud upon the 23d day of July. He 
worked there the entire of that day, and particularly had 
in the evening been preparing the beams and other ma- 
chines of deftru6l:ion. 

Having thus brought the rebellion to a crifis, he did 
* not defert the plan which he was fo very inft rumen tal in 
forwarding. He appeared armed witba blunderbufs in 
the ftreet; he attended the crowd ; he marched into STA^- 
mas-Jireetj and he was one of the body who adlually flop- 
ped a carriage in which were two gentlemen and a lady— 
The wounds which thofe gentlemen received were from 
pikes, and therefore I attribute nothing more of this 
tranfa6lion to him, than his flanding by, a witnefs to that 
mofl lamentable and horrid cataflrophe. 

Gentlemen, as foon as thfe bufinefs Of the evening was 
over, I difcover nothing more of the prifoner ; I prefume 
he fled.— I am unable to trace him through the mountains 
of JVickl&w^ where there is flrorig prefumption he ,went 
with other leaders; but in the village oi Arklow^ he was 
taken up as a fufpedled perfon. He was alked what he 
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waS) whel^he yfu going, and what ^^$ hrs name$ lie 
hid his name was Magrathy that he was by trade a milU 
nrrighty thathe was going to WaUrford upon buflnefs."^*-^ 
If any thing more were wanting, this falfe account of 
himfelf, and his, flying fo lately from Dublin^ connedled 
with his proceedings in Patrick-ftreet^ will be ftrong in- 
deed to fortify' the other evidence which we have tOroiFer 
toyou, and which, if you credit, will leave no doubt, that 
theprifoner is guilty of -the overt a& laid in. the indi<Sl« 
nient. 

Gentlemen, having ftated the evidence which will be 
fubmitted to you, I flbial] not trefpafs upon you further.— r 
You are apprized from your knowledge of the duty of 
Jurors, that you are to discharge your minds of every 
thing, but the evidence which you (hall hean I have en- 
deavoured to detail it in fuch a manner as to remove any 
difficulty in comprehending the witaefTes vi4)o(hall give it, 
and you will pronounce fuch verdi6l upon the whole as 
will be falutary to the public and fati^adory to your own 
minds.

My Lords^ and Gentlemen of the Jury^ 

I aoi c^ounfel, with my friend Mr. Campbell^ in this 
cafe, for t^e prifoner at the bar; and it is my duty to 
ftate to you, Gentlemen, from the inftrudions which I 
have received, the nature of the defence which jie caUs 
upon me to impr^fs upon your minds, for the purpofe of 
bis acquittal. In difcharging that duty, I (hquld think 
xnyfelt adting with difrefpe£t to the Court; virith a dere- 
lidion of that confidence which^ have, Gentleipen, in 
ypur good underfiandings and your hearts, fhould I at-r 
tempt to ofFer any thing, to yoi|, that would look like an 
intention to impofe upon you. 

Gentlemen, however defperate the cafe of my client 
may have appeared to you, from the ftatement upon the 
part of the Crown, and the evidence already produced, I 
am entitled to tell you this, that he has a right to ypUF 
prefumption of his innocence, until you hear the cafe 
clofed. I make that obfervation, becaufe the Attorney 
General ftated to you, that it was your duty to attend 
to the evidence upon the part of the Crown, to efiablifh 
the guilt of the prifoner upoa that evidence. I deny the 
pofition. It is contrary to the tendency of an acknow- 
ledged. legal rule, that the prefumptioii of innocence in 
favour of a prifoner is his right until the cafe be clofed. 
And I fay it is your duty, not to attend to the evidence for 
the Crown in any cafe partially aod abflradedly, but xo the 
evidence upon the whole of the cafe; and if there be an incli- 
nation to one fide or the other, that inclination whether from 
.prefumption, or inference^ ought to be in favour of the pri- 
foner. Grand Juries, indeed, are only to hear, and of 
courfc only to attend ioexparte evideiice— but Petty Juries 
arc to compare, to weigh, and to decide upon the examina* 
nation of the fafts and the credit of the witnefFes on both 
fides. They are to dcj this, becaufe it is fo ftrong an efta- 
blifhed principle of thelaw of this country,thatJufticefh9uld 
be adminiftered In mercy, ^hat the King when he is called to 
the Throne, takes an oath in which he recognises that prin- 
ciple, binding himfelf and all thofe a6ting under him, to 
a merciful adminiftration of the penal laws. I do know, 
becaufe I feel how diificuk it is tor human nature to diveft 
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itfelf of prejudice. I have felt prejtidice during thefe 
trials, burning my heart with forrow, becaufe I heard 
evidence given by wretches upon, the table, of the murdcfr • 
of a nobleman, whofe character I (hajl aot attempt to de- V 
fine.^ We muft all remember it, but no matt vHll be able 
to di'aw it with the pencil of Juftice. He defcrves more 
than any man can exprefsj and Itruft he is now enjoying 
that bappinefs to which good men are entitled. He for- 
gave-his murderers, and in his dying momertts bequeath* 
en them a trial according to law. But now removed from 
thi^ earthly coil divefted of human feelings, his fpirit per- 
haps looks dowiJ,* even on this court, and viewing that- 
man Wh6 appeared as a witneTs on the table, accufeshim 
of the foul deed of murder, and in the language of the 
iScHpture, cries out, "O Earth, cover not thou my 
blood P'. 

'<3^lleinen, this Vcfledlion draws bur attention to the 
tWo*6iktefrtal witnefles who have apjieared upon the table. 
I-%niiiy-a little ds'tt the fads whirh they hav? fworn. I 
admft niany of the fa6ls to be true, becaufe they muft 
danrfn the credRt of their teftirtiony. 1 impeach thefe wit- 
nefles as men, who ought not to have credit, whofe teftimony 
yott fliould expynge fr6m your memory, and difmifs them 
marked as'perfons not defctving your attentton.-^How do 
Aefy Appear — Hb wonder they fpoke with palfied tongues 
and quivering lips*— pi u nged m blood, and in inii|uicyas 
they aj-e, their oaths ought to have no effed. 

• If you throw .thefr teftimony out of the cate, fee'how 
it ftandi. It is admitt)ed, that there were perfons forced 
into that laboratory, or depot, it is admitted by an un- 
impeachable witndfs, that if a man did not work according 
to the dire(ftion of -the officers in that magazine, death 
would have been tSfe confequence. It appears, that the 
prifoner was there, and that mufr be ad;nittcd : but the 
defence is th^, and the' inference lies with you: Was he 
there by compulfioh, • of not ?-^The law fays, that threats, 
or compulfion' alone will not bcajuftificati6n for a man's 
a6Hng with rebels ; he mutt be indanger^ of life or limb ; 
attd he muft (hew he took the firft opportunity to efcape — 
this is the ftrid letter of the cafe: *Ybu fe^e what the fitua- 
tion'ofF<«rf^// was V he worked ,in*thj? depot againft his 
wffl, under the impfeflion of fucft fear, as he fwears, that 
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he was firft lirought in under^lread of death,^ and that ioi^ 
pr^ffion continued upon his mind during. the whole time. 
•he was there. GentlenMo, fo it might have been with thtf 
prifoncrr. . 

Gentlemen, there are two points only in, this cafe 
worthy of your confideration : Firft, the prifoner wad 
proprietor pf (he houfe in Patrick'^reet^ where an e^fcplo* 
. lion took place. . That fa£l, ; if it ftood- by itfelf, GpuI4 
not aficiSl hioi^ unle& it wereaniQViejTt a&an the iodi<^* 
iii^ent> and it muil appear, that b& kept the houfe ibr a 
treafonable purpofe. It appears -that there ^as an eyplor. 
fipn; that the windows. werp burft out; fome^fcraps of 
liaen were found in the. yard, and fome fragments were 
found in the hoofe: but the wltnefs tois jpoi.ffaewn that, 
the explpfion was by gjuinpowdor, or iba( the oiaotef h^fE; 
found was a compofition of gunpowder ; nay, fofarfT6i|(i^ \{s 
bjeio^ powder, he fays, he found it in lttni|ps. It re^r^es 
little knowledge of chemiliry to know this, that expk^iion* 
npay proceed from many other materials beiidesguupQw- 
der. Dr. Hutchinfon, when le^tMref in chcmyftry in 
Trinity-College^ in try ing an experiment itpo^ the (ranfmu^ 
ration. of'colours, brought the whole lahoiatory about the 
heads of the ftudents, by ac(^identaily touching with^a hot- 
iron fome material that lay oiP a table. The feveral cir« 
cutnftances which have here been given ia evidence, arei 
in favour of the prifoner, be«aufe you have heard, what 
his declaration was: He faid there was^ a preparationL 
making for dyers. — Suppofe th^, that he became; an 
obje(3; to the perfonsy who had polFe^on of ttfe de|^e at; 
the rere of Ikhomas-Jireet. They heard of the expiofion. 
as all the town did ; they got hold of the prifoner as an 
ufeful man, and they kept him to work,* as they did others^ 
under terror of his Jofing his* life ; he worked for them by. 
compulfion : Thiere is evidence that he worked, h\x% there 
is no evidence of a treafonable intent. 

But the magiftrate, who. arreted him, faid he bad 
guilt in his countenance* What an excellent phyiiogna*. 
mift is his worihip 9 a difciple of Lavater*z no doubt ; apd 
fludie^ his own countenance I prefume daily in a mirror. 
jjL to avoid appearing with a convicting countenance. Hi$ 
rule of evidence is fuoiething like that laid down by Uki^^ 
tie yohn in the opera of Robin Hootl — " I have four rea^ 
fom for banging you," fays Little John to the f fiar, " and 
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bne is, you have a damned hanging look." I believe 
Gendemen, you will not pay much attention tofuch evi- 
dence; to convidl men by their looks would be concluding 
Upon a fpecies of prima facie evidence that might en- 
danger even the worihipful magiftratfe who tendered it, 
as well as many other very honeft and fimple men. 

Gentlemen^ I will call witnefles to (hew the general 
charaAer of the man. It is impoffible to call any witnefs 
out of the depot ; every man who was there confideri 
hiiiifelf as having a halter abou^ his neck, and if he came 
without an infurance of his life, from thofe who haveSu-* 
thdrity to fcreeh gililt, he would be attacked by Fleming 
, and the other witnefs, wbo^as 1 faid, have admitted them- 
felvei gtiilty of murder.

Cafe dofed on behalf of the prifoner.

Mr. Baron Daly 

Proceeded to fum up the evidence to the Jury. He 
ftated the indidment againft the prifoner, and the overt 
ads which were contained in it. With regard to the 
infurre^on, the Learned Judge faid, it would not be ne« 
ceiTary to detail any part of the evidence, becaufe that fa£b 
was not difputed by any thing which was offered on behalf 
of the prifoner, and therefore the Jury might fairly take 
that for granted, fiut with regard to the evidence which 
applied to the prifoner, it was necefTary to detail it, as re- 
/^uiriog the particular attention of the Jury. 

The learned Judge then read the evidence 'from his 
notes, and made occalional remarks. He faid, the crofs' 
examination of Fleming went to impeach his veracitv, and 
certainly, the acknowledgment of the man htmfelf ftrong- 
ly impeached him. But there was one fa£t flated by 
him, which^ did not require corroboration, that was, that 
the prifoner was in the Depot, for by his defence, he ad-* 
mitted he was there, a'nd therefore let Fleming be the 
greateft villain upon earth, that fa£t t^ld by him is not 
difputed. The witnefs, Finerty^ was fubjedt to ^he fame 
ebjedions as Flemings but Far r ell was an unimpeached 
witnefs, giving information immediately after his efcape 
from the place. The condu£k of the prifoner was dif« 
ferent ; and was extraordinary, if his dcfen'ce of being un- 
der compulfion was true \ for inftead of giving informa- 
rion, or making his efcape, when he got out of the place, 
l^e goes off to Arklow^ and cenies his name, when in- 
terrogate 
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tferrogatcd by the magiftrate. That was not the natural 
part he would have taken, if he had been under cpcii* 
pulfiori. . * 

The only evidence offered by the prifoner was evidence 
of chara£ter, {hewing that he was an honeft, hard work- 
ing man ; but no witnefs was .produced with regard to his 
loyalty, and all that was faid refpedting it was, that the 
witneffes never heard his loyalty impeached. There was 
^p^ doubt thatmrany honed and induAdous men have b^cn 
feduced into rebellion j at the fame time, it was lefs likely, 
that a quiet and peaceable man fhould be fo feduced^ than a 
span of idle and diikoneil habits; 

But. evidence of charafter o\jght not to have weight 
with the Jury, except they had a reafpnaWe doubt upon the 
evidence for the Crown. In fach a cafe it ought ta have 
great Weight,, and if the Jury had any doubt, even evi- 
dence pf an honeJlxS^SitzQery though not ftridily fo the 
point in. iiTue, ought to have its weight, fiut if there 
was no doubt, it could have no weight. The Jury would 
coniider the whole of the evidence, and give fuch vdrdi££ 
as was confiftent with therr judgment of it# 

The Jury, without retiring, pronounced a Ve'rdidl — 
Guilty. 

Mr. Attori^ey General prayed judgment againft 
the prifoner. 

He was accordingly called up, and his indiiSment wps 
read, and he was afked in the uTual W'ay, W*h>t he had to 
fay, why judgment of death fliould not be pronounced ? 

He made noanfwer. 

Mr. Baron Daly addreffed the prisoner, who was 
convifted upon the cleared evidence of the crime of High 
Treafon. Indeed his owa-demeanor at his trial, arid the 
line of defence which he- authorifed his counfel to go into 
cleared up all doubt, if there had been any. His defence 
was fou!ided Ui->on the pica of /or^^, whi'chjiis whole con- 
duel falUfied. A maw forced intp a bufmefs of that kind, 
would never have Hc\l, after the force was removed — he 

would 
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would not affume a fiftitious n^me — he would never have 
told aferies of untruths^ as thje prifbner did upon his ar- 
reft. It was obvioi^s to every pcrfon, ibat the priConcr 
was one of thofe, who were in the greateft confidence 
with the conipirators. He was employed tQ t«ilce a houfe 
for the purpofe of carrying on a manufaftufe of guhpaw^ 
der. It would appear, from a book found in his houfe^ 
that he enter^ed into this bufinefs fron) fp^culg^ye notions; 
it appeared that he was a literate man, and the reading he 
chofe to refort to was of that fgecies, which would corrupt 
any man, who yielded to it, but was moft peculiarly fitted 
to corrupt men of inferior underAandings, who had jufb 
knowledge enough to imbibe falfe principles^ but not fuf- 
licient firmnefs of intelle£t to guard againft them.' The 
prifoner chofe to read ^^ Folney*s Ruin of Empires " It 
was a heavy misfortune, that his reaching was not other- 
wife directed. If he had read his Bible, it would have 
guarded him againft the crime for which he was to fufFer. 
The Learned Judge expreffed his moft earneft hope, that 
the line of reading, into which the prifoner had fallen, had 
ndt entirely difengaged him ; but that fome veftige of re- 
ligion remained. It behoved* him to refort to it ; it be- 
hoved him to apply to that God, whom he had fo grievouf-* 
ly offended, and to make ufe of thefhort time left to him^ 
in order to make his peace. He could not do fo more ef- 
fectually, than by difcloiing to his country, the fchemes 
he had entered into. From what appeared, he muft be 
an adept in them, and he could not make a more accep- 
table atonementjo his Creator than by difclofing all he 
knew. Nothing remained for the Court, but to pronounce 
the fentence of the law. 

Thc.fentence was pronounced in the ufual form. 

The prifoner was executed the following day, in Pa^ 
trick 'Jireet*

their future operations. The generals^ who marched out in 
the vain ^expe£bitton of beading an army, finding that the 
horrid mi(creant$ under their command, could- not under* 
fake any enterprize greater than individual murder, fed in 
difmay to the neighbouring mountains, a few of the party 
Qnappaited by the crimes which had been committed, 
looked about for their officers and defired to be led on, the 

frifoner was one of that party, lamented the abfence of 
is commander, talked of fome of the barbarous tranfadlions* 
which bad juft taken place, and fpoke of them as neceflary 
for the accomplifiiment of their objed^. When we pro- 
duce this evidence, if it {hall appear to you to deferve 
crpdit, you will, ci^eerfully. give that verdi£t which the 
circumftanceS of the cafe (q loudly demand. * At the fame 
time the atrocioufn^s of ^be cf hne ousht not to be taken 
'into confideratrbn againft the prifoner, when you are making 
up your minds upon the credit which may be due to the 
witneiles: on the contrary, 1 feel my own indignation ioi 
mitcb roufed by the peculiar enormity of the ra£l, that i 
cannot but recommend you to patife before you finally de- 
termine; you will therefore flrip the accufati6n of all its 
horrors, and confider only the evidence which, wi)l be pro^ 
dttced to fabfbintrate the charge : The witnefTes to be brought 
before you undoubtedly were acconljdices in the crime, 
and here give me' leave to fay, that 1 am aware that thofe 
who colxfefs themfelves guilty of embarking in, fuch tranf- 
a6tions, detrad from the credit which you would give to 
ilnimpeached men. Bufnotwithftanding tbb obfervation, one 
fuch witnefs connected with circumftances tending to £bew 
the probability of his ftory, and its confiftency with truth, 
is fufficient for ccnvi^lbn | and if in addition to one witnefs 
6f that defcription, and the probability of the cafe, a fecond 
comes forward fubftantially to cori^oborate the former; and 
if their ftories are confiftent one with another, in all parts 
natural, and probable, the refult muft be a tonvidion on 
yeur underihuidings,'thatf their tcflimony is true. 

Gentlemen, I know, that perfons in the fituation of in- 
formers, more efpecially, when there is no other way of 
getting rid of their e/idence, naturally call for warm and 
firong obfervations from the counfel concerned for the- 

prifoner^i 
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ptikntr^' and whofe daty ithjfoAtkni hltn to the utmo^ 
of their power. ^ far^as theCe obrervatiotis tend tofliew 
that liich witneifes 3p not; deferve as much, credit as others^ 
and the prc^rietjr of {uppqrting their tQmmony by corro!; 
borativc circumuanceSy I readily acq^ielca/in theoii Buf 
when the counfel defcend to idle declamation andiri^^tiVc 
abufe, when they call upon you to cpnfider fuch witn^es 
as the n\oft atrocious wretches, .and you are deiired to dl£^ 
charge frpm your minQS every thing which^thcy tt-tere%.ic 
is going fomewhat too far^ the argua^iieni Jofes aff jt^ 
height, andlnftead of aiSiftlng ^he vlndicaj^ofi pf.innocencc^ 
It tends to the peryerfion. and fuppreffipn of truth : fo for 
as it endeavours to depreciate their . credit it i& juft^. butif 
it goes further, knd, alleges; that the witnefllsarcnotjlii 
any rcfpe£l.to Be attended to, it is wild an4 uninfipreJH:^;^. 
!Whcre fliall wc look forwitncffes to.difcovp' the darlc an^ 
hideous, tranfaSionSt, of confpirators, who confult fecristly 
amongft tKeqifelves, maturing their deUgns jn .all ib^ 
i)bfcujity o^ concealment i It is almoft in[ip93ible.there>can 
oe any evidence but tKat of a perfofi who has particip^te4.

^t execution oF^ublic juftice, tiwt.rs .npjilpjeflion 
admi^bitity of 4iis evidence ; it is nevipfitoq late for a^mad* 

. to do a ineritorjous action,' to abandon ius-habits of, guilt, 
and to adopt that line of ccmdu£l which^not.biily contributes 
to hi^ own (afety, but is edentlal fo the intei:ei^Sj'and tran«f 
quillity of jbis country. 'Such a mail therefor^ r^dejsm^ 
ibimfeu, as JFar as he can be redeemed, from the imputation 
which the crime ' attaches vpon hjoi^ by honrflly . coming 
forward at any tune to cantefs hiserrors^ and boldly in^ a 
irourt of jufticc ailifting to feften thpfe crimes uponother^^ 
in which unfortunately for himfelf.he n>ay;have ^ec;n ior^ 
moment induced to.participate.

finds it neceffary to point out fome viAim, in- order to 
fave his own life, that he (hould mark for the facri^ce 
i^n innocent man, than that he (hould .gTve up to juftice a 
feaKconfedeYate, 

There is no obfervation, which I have made upon the 
teftimoriy of Flemings that does not fubftantiaHy apply to 
the oJ.her witnefs - both are accomplices in the fame crime, 
and both arc canfedera'.ed in the new guilt of a falfeaccu- 
fation, and both are prompted by the fa^me motive, the 
hopes of an urtdefvrved impunity* let me, however, warn 
you ag^inft yielding to the vulgar error of inaccurate rca- 
foners> and caution you againft fuppofing) that any thing 

. * which 
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which eitKsr of thofe men havie feidv care be any.corr<ribo- 
ration of what has been fworn by the other. The imtno- 
niluy, which dlfcredits- th6 One, can derive no acceffionof 
ftrength, by caliing in aid the immorahty of the other :-^ 
^o ihcrtdibje witneffes carlnot form one credible tefti- 
mony :-^whatevcr conciufton is juitly to he drawn from . 
the" evideirce of each confidercd feparately, mxiii be formed • 
upon the evidence oJ both, when taken together. If 
wftrfeffes infamous and incredible were to be mu)rTpIied,tf</ 
injinhum^ they would no more produce credible teftimonyrby 
virtue of their number's, than the multiplication of cyphers . 
cooild produce a q^uantity. The oaly folid inference to be*", 
drawn from the concurrence of two fuch men in the fem^' 
ftory, is" a belief that as they were formerly confederated in • 
otlicr crimes^ the fame bend of union Ml fubftfts, and that 
they are now coiifeJeratcd in the new turpitude of perjury' 
aiid fabrication. 

'Gentlemen, it would be idle to look for variations, 
in premeditated and concerted falfehoods ; — In thofc cafes, 
fuch variations are leiaft frequently to be found: when, 
honeft and unimpeachable inen depofe to rhe fame fait, 
flight variations, and apparent contra^idions will ftften be 
found, which to the mind' of ajuft reafoncr, prffentno' 
ground for i'ufpic ion cr imputation: a fabllantial concur-. 
rence and a circtrmftantial difFcrence, between credible- 
witneffes,' is perhaps the beft defcripfion and the trueft teft. 
of evidence : — but little as it was to be expected, the two 
informers whom you have this day heard, are deted^ed in a, 
rtiatcrial contradiiSlion of each other, in a circumftance 
that goes to the very vitals of the' cafe, notwitnftanding 
their repeated appearances upon this table as witneffes to* 
the fame fa£t,' and notwithftanding the op;>ortunity which 
the one enjoyed of hearing what the other fwore :— they 
were both familiar with the depot, and yet Fleming has 
i*vvorn, that he frequently faw the prifoner at work there, 
while Finerty has admitted, that he never faw him work there 
at any time. This fadlupnn which they differ is no collate- 
ral, or accidental circumftance — it is a main and fubftan- 
tial part of the imputation againft the prifpner. YtMi will, 
gcrttkmen, draw your bwii conclufions from fiich a con- 
tradiiSion- for my part I (ball fay no more about it ; 1 fee!^ 
that by alluding to any feCondary impeachment of their 
tcftimony, I am complimenting it in a manner, tha;t it 
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4o€S tiQt defervei and may fcein to abandon the ftrong 
ground of radical obje£Uoii. » 

That objedlion is their infamy :— I afl^ you, is it pro- 
bable #r not, that the pradtifed traitor, and bloody afTailin, 
would be capable of perjury? — Will he, who (lands by 
f nd affifls at the flaughter of an unoiF^nding and unpfor 
tefied man, who fees him torn from the arm$ of ^n agoni- 
S^ed child, and butchered by r^q^orfeleis ruffians, is he the 
man, that would hefitate to plunge hi^felf in the inferior 
goih of bearing falfe-^witnefs agai^nft bis neighbour i Believe 
me, the traniition is eafy, if it mfty be called a tranfition. 
|t is rather a defcent in prime^ and perhaps the ^ifcr^^nt^ 
who IS familiarized to the dagger, cpnceiyes himfelf to be 
^ompafatiyely innocent, when he <^oly ifiurders upon oath : 
gentlemen, weigh thete confideratioris well, 1 need not 
exhort you to refled upon then) popUy ;— |t might in othef 
times be an ufeful topic for the advocate to qaution a jury 
igainft the impreifions which alarm excitef, and to depre- 
cate the zeal of thofe feelings, whi^:!} tumultuous times 
never fail to generate or to fometit. ]But you are of a^ 
defcription to whom it is unneceiTary to urge fuch obfer- 
vations, ahd if you were otherwife,, I am bound to declare 
that thty are rendered peculiarly ufelefs and irrelevant^ h^ 
the calm, decorous ^nd conditutional conduct of ^hofe trials, 
and by the dignified temper with which the Government of 
country, refifting the general impatipnce| has deferred the 
inveftigation of the late atropities until the ferment of ttiQ 
public mind had gooled and fubfided. Let me, however, 
remind you, ths.t there is a public mifcbief peculiar tp fucl^ 
times as thofc we live in : periods of civil ^ya^ and rebellion 
have always ot^en fruitful in ii)fprmer§. It has in fuch 
feafons become a trade, and we learn from hiftory, that 
the melancholy and concurrent confequences have been the 
fkcrifice of innoccf^t' individuals, the proftitution of public 
juftice and the difgrace of the country.— I allude not merely 
Co the delator of Roman ftory^— In our own kingdoms, in thq 
reign of ChflrUs the fecond, a tribe of thefe mifcreant^ 
flourifhed. The wretched and depraved policy of the 
times encouraged the praflice and the crime grew into 
fafhion. It was not confined as in this cafe to hoi|lers and 
tocar^nters and the loweft of fhe community, but fon^e of 
the proudeft nobility of England condefcbnacd to the vile 
em{d«yment, and ^^ all the bipod of all the Howat'ds** was 
infufficicnt to exalt an infamous individual of that illuftril 

ous 
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ous name above a foul' participation in the bale offence^ 
What was the confequence ? SoDks of the pureft aad the 
richeft blood in the realm itained the fcaffiddy and it re<« 
mained for the penitence of future legiflatures in rcverfmg 
the attainders, to do an a& of tardy and ineSeAual juftice 
to the memory of the victims, thus fadrificed to the eternal 
reproach of law, and the indelible difgrace of the nation:— • 
^Gentlemen, thefe hrftorical lights arc not unedifying— 'it is 
the advantage and privilege of later times) that we. can 
avail ourfelves of the errors as well as of the.wifdom of our 
anceftors, and it is the melancholy refle£tioii of thofe, who 
ft'udy hiftory, that it teaches oftencr by negative than by 
poiitive inftrU(Stion, and furnifhes more examples to avoid, 
than to Imitate. 

; Gentlemen, I fhould manifcft a want of. candour little 
creditable to myfelf, or ferviceable to my client, if 1 were 
to pafs by without obfervaclon a parto/ the evidence, which 
poflibly has made fome irriprefllon upon you : I ^allude to 
the account which has been given of che pri(bner*s cojidu£t 
and demeanor at the time of his appreheniion in the county 
of JVicklow : Thofe fafts have been difclofed by a rcfpcc* 
table magiftrate of that county, whofe veracity canbot lie 
queftioned ; but the concfufion intended to be drawn from 
them appears to me to be ftronger than fairMeafoning will 
warrant. That a mati at fuch a period (hould kave his 
home and be found in a diftant placr, paffing under an 
aflumed name,' is beyound all doubt a ctrcumftance of 
much fufplcion :— »It is fuch a circumftance, as ought to 
conclude a grand jury, whofe office is merely t;o enquire, 
whether there be fufficient ground for putting a matter into 
a CQurfe of enquiry, and it is one, which in theprogrefs of 
that enquiry would, I admit, fuggeft much doubt of the 
innocence of the jjerfon^f whom fuch h&s were &>ld:-~ 
But I cannot too often remind you, that you- are not im- 
pannelled to find any verdi£l upon doukts, except a verdidlr 
of acquittal : If you convidt, it muft be upon pofitive proof 
and not upon lufpicion and furmife. — That tbe.utmoft 
conclufion to be drawn from the fa£i is fufpicion and fur- 
mife appears from this, that if the h& ftood alone, it never 
could warrant > conviction ; and no jury, whatever might 
"be their doubts of the prifoner's innocence, would for a 
moment hiefltate to acquit. I afk you then, does it not to 
all intents and purpofes ftand alone? if 'there be any 
Weight in theobfenfltions I have u^gcd to yoif, the evi- 
dence 
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dcnce of-'tjie irrfhfmcrs muft go for npthingj and be put out 
of the cafe: no intelligent jury wr.ul J fuffer* their teftiniony 
19 make even an insrediciu in their vcruicl:, Do-S it derive 
then any cr»rroborailon from the circumitance r.ow alluded 
to? Surely not. 1 hat^ Uhich of itfclf only fug^ells a fufpi- 
cion, cannot confirm in aoy refpeft that whTch antece- 
dently was U'nworthy of bslief : The litmoft that could' 
follow would be, that what was a3ually difcredjted before 
'may become. fonxc what doubtful; and the mind may be 
difpofcd to go fo fir as,.to f^y, that by poiTibiiity it may be 
true: But is thateiioygb? ^urnynQt, — You muft believe 
withmt /bubt :^r jcrnpie.^ if you convii4, and if not, your 
verdidt wouW con.vi<St ycurfelves, as well^ as tlie prifoner: 
But confider, whether the fa£l relied upon, is fo concl^five 
as it is fuppofedto be : An bonell and a Hrm man, IVdmit, 
will ftand his ground upon-, all ocxrafioi^s;, bu^ a man may 
behoheft. and not be firm: — Timidi:y and vvcakncfs may 
Tuggeft.to one man, what; from the moft. confcious guilt . 
would fcarcely occur .to ^np^her : ^ You all recolk£t the 
agitation and alarm which, pervaded this city after the 23d 
of 7«/y; ^the fprrit of unv^^earicrd vigilance, and the almoft 
unrefi rallied zeal that animated all its loyal ihhablta^itF.— 
Judge then, whether in fuch a moment a man of the rank 
of a mechanic, Ww'xvigxiZ'aixThomasr/iriety and unfortunately 
conneftcd hy relationship with a traitor, might not juftifi- 
ably tremble fl^r his liberty, or his \i(t'y confider whether 
fuch a man however innocent might not b^ tempted to 
adopt thofe meafure?, .which gi^ilt would alfo purfue, and 
by infirmity and indifcretion incuf: an undeferveu riifpicion? 
If that were the :cafe, fu rely yoii would never nVake fuch 
'iiifpidon the. fouin^adon ^of that awful vprdi<3,' which 
carries with it. the dreawtul p^nalups of high treaion, the 
lofs'of l.ife^»with avery aggrayatj^ig circumftance tfiat can 
rnalce death rtcrrible, the forf;:iture of propeirty, aituint of ' 
blood, and jeicrn^l infamy cfpame:— Surety you will 
paufe, before you. inyolve a fclloNV creature in all this; 
even thousjh a dotiht* of hU innocence (hould be raiied by a 
circumftancc- of fufpici^n, and you .will remember, that 
fuch fufpicion is in no maxiner /or^t^ed, but by'th'- blafted 
teftimony of rebels,, and rmMrderers^ upon \V,hbfe fwearing 
'Cvery thing is* ^ubtfuj, e?(ceptit^eir.Wn depravity^

' putatian upon his credit. The Qonverfe of the propofitioh

But thefe two'witneflcs appear to have participateil in the 
' ' fame guilt ; ahd it fe foi» you, Gentlemen, to decide uppn 
' their credit, after a du&' attention to all the circumftances 
^•' which have appeared, and all the witncfTes you have h^ard.

can be faid either in public or private in favour of the 
men, who have. been engaged in it.

You are an artificer, capable of earning a livelihood,, and 
even of acquiring wealth : But you abandoned thofe com* 
forts and joined in treafonable defigns todeftroy that con- 
fl^itution which protected you, and this, with a knowledge 
of the fate of a former attempt in 1798, which was put 
down, after bringing numerous mlfchlefs upbn the coun- 
try.

You are to appear before a dread tribunal, where the 
fecfets of all menjs hearts are unfolded beyond the pofiibility 
of concealment. It is not becaufe works of darknefs — mid- 
night aflaflination— efcape the light until they are brought 
forward to the bar pf juftice, that therefore you are to hope 
any fuch concealment can avail before the Searcher of all 
hearts. I beg you to ufe the time which is left for you ia 
preparing for eternity. With this exhortation, 1 leaye you to 
pronounce the dreadful fcntenceof the law, which I do with 
great pain anfl feeling, though it is a fentence of juftice 
which all men are dpomed to ftjffcr who violate thqfe laws 
under which they might li^e with comfort and h^ppinefs. . 

The learned Judge then pronounced the fentence in the 
ufual form.

Gentlemeni you are called upon, I believe^ for the 
laft time tbis comiuiffioD, to difcharge towards ;^ottr 
* King and Country the very important du^ which \% 
attached to your fitoation as jurors. , I wifh I could 
add, that the purpqies of juftice have been fully fatis-^ 
fied, but I am obliged to fay, with infinite regreti that 
fiifficicnt remains behind to occupy the attention of ju- 
ries upon a future occafion; and that I fear, after no 
tery long interval, I ihall be under the neceffity of re-* 
fuming thefe profeeutions; I feel however much plea* 
liure in obferving, that during the progrefs pf this com- 
miiffion, the citizens of Dublin have with confiderable 
Blacrity difcharged their duty by a regular attendance 
/upon the court ; and I am happy to find that the cool« 
nefs, deliberation and juftice of their decifions as jurors^ 
have univerfally ^.received the tribute of public approba- 
tion: upon the, prefent trjal you will follow .the fame 
c^lm and fieady courfe which they have purfued. No 
former prifoner had greater occafion than the prefent 
to call upon you for a, cool and difpaffionate inveftijga* 
tion, and I a^ fure you will chearfuUy extend it to him ; 
kts peculiar clrcumftance$ require that you fhou|d . ob- 
literate from your minds the trace of every thing con-, 
nedled with the accufation now preferred againft him^ 
and that in deciding upon the truth of it, you fhould 
be governed only by the .evidence^ which fhall be now 
produced to fypport it. ' * 

Gentlemen, you have heard the indiAment read, by 
which the grievous crime of high-treafon is imputed to 
him ; and that is the firft intimation which you ought 
to have of the charge exhibited againft him. Yon have 
heard him declare, frocn the bar, that he is not guilty of 
tbis crime^ and what he has thus faid on his behalf 
fhould be confidered by you as true, until fatisfaftory 
evidence ihall be produced to do away the imprefSqn 
jwhich the allegation of his own innocence ought to 
make* Upon that evidence you will judge, without any 
cetrofpeitive view or coUatei^l confideration.

trcntlemen, the nnfertanate pri(bner at the bar Is a 
man of fooae &maaif kod S^toe ediitMSon, who cer^ 
tainly might have turned thofe qualifications to a better 
purpofe, than from ^r «ccaA(tion agakift hitHi lire con- 
ceive that be has done. I am inftruAed to tell youp 
thiik M (ball ibppore that accnratton by adducing ^i- 
deacte fafficient to demonftrate, that he has beeti en** 
gaged in a treafonable conf|)iracy to wage war ag^inft 
llie King) and to alter the laws, conditution, avid go-* 
Terntaenc of the country by force. And that he has 
prf][}aredy or that unde^ his direftion there have been 
prepared, pfbes for the purpofe of engaging in that 
Ip^cies oftreafon; that he converted his own manfionf 
hDufe, in which he might have Hved with fecurity, pro^ 
teAed by the laws of his countty, into an arfenaf, for 
the purpofe of arming rebels to deftroy thofe laws. If 
we ihali produce fuch evidence before you; if we fl)ie# 
that he has embarked in fuch a treafonable confpiracy; 
if we fbllow ic up by proving, that be coirverted hisi 
houfe into a depoc, for the reception of ^fms for tht 
purpofe which I have ftated, I think I am at liberty to 
fell you, under the corrcftion of the courti that th^ 
6nly difficulty which can remain will be as to the cre- 
dibility of the teffimony, for if you are fatisfied as to* its 
truth ^ nothing can be more clear, than that in point of 
hw^ the prifoif)er muft be found guilty. ' 

Gentlemen, it will appear that Patrici M'Cah^ otkt 
of the witne(n?s for the crown, was appHed to in the 
evening of the 22d of Jafy by a perfon of the name of 
jllitn, who then lived in College-Greeny to hold an inteh* 
ffew with him upon the fuijefl of th« intended con» 
fpiracy. Allen is a gentleman of fome little celebrit]^ 
upofi thefe cTccafionsj he had the good fortune of an 
faonoorabfe acquittal at Mdd/hne upon a charge of falgM 
treafom, atid an ind'rAment of a fimihr nature has be^tt 
lately found againft him here, which will afford him ail 
opportuftitf of a ftcond acquittal', if he ftaH be pleaftd 
to make his apprarance.

If the cafe rcftcd Ivcrc, the evidence of M^Cabe thus 
corroborated, would be fufficient to cqnvi£t the pri- 
foner of thp charge; but further circumftances remain 
^o be ftated, which contribute to faften upon the pri- 
foncr the g,uiltf which we attribute .to him* He' re- 
fiJcd» I prefume, Jn that houfe, for a day or twd after 
thp infurreftion, not aware of any fufpidon againft hifti: 
feut the prcfeot Lord Mayor,. Alder aiaqHw/Ztf*, having 
during his fearches on Tt^efday after the 23d, difcovered 
a number of pikes in a ^oai yard, at the ' back - of the 
Coal'^ayt communicated the circumftance to Majdr* 
Sir^, who finding that the yard w;is feparated only" by 
^ narrow lane from Redmond's houfe, thought it prudent 
to fearch it; accordingly a minute fearcb was niade in 
the prifoner's houfe, and ther^ ^^^7 difcovered fiich 
preparation for rebellion, as could leave no dou*bt in the 
njiod of any ^ man who faw it, as to what was the de- 
nlitir^te defign ,0^ the proprietor. There w^rifir found 
icy^r^l carpenters tools, benches foi*' carpetiters to ^ork 
upon, feveril.picccs of timber, pike handles newly fihifli* 
ed, a quantity of wdod prepared to be cut up, bnd they 
alfo difcovered^ fomeof thof9 beams, which the co|jri: 
has already had intimation of,, iiollow pieces of timber 
cpiji^taining a nun(iber of pikes, but To conftrq£ted a^ id 
elu^dfJ ohjeryation; forty pikes were found in estch of 
thofe cafes; various , other matters were difcovered, and 
in a , part of the .hbufe, where there were a. few ftcps 
leading from on^ room into another, upon ' removing 
the fteps, a number of pikes were found, thruft in there 
for cpiKcalment. If any thing were neceflary to fub^ 
ftantiate the evidence of M^Coie^ who fays chat he faw 
tUf Carpenters at work there, the circum^ance of find* 
ing thefe arti(;leS' fp recently after the tranf^ftion, would 
be fully fufiicicnt. \¥hit ^as the cohduft of the 6ri- 
foner.^upon this 6ccafien? it wonld appe;ar to b^ utterly 
impofiibte, that any man^s houfe' could be converted to 
thefe purpofeSy without his knowledge^ It is prot)able 
it wajs not made this ufe of, until the very eve of the 
snfurre^lion; but it could not be applied to fucb pur- 
pofes for an hour without his privity and aflent. There 
were no other goods whatever in the boufe, if goods

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.*tiiclc. artklet can be called; he dki cot; iay that his 
.houie was abufed without his knowledge ot- confent; 
he did not ftate what had come to his knowledge "^^j^n 
'thic futyeA; he did not come forward and give inrof«^ 
.matron that might le^d to a difcovery; but confcious of 
.hi9 guilt, he fled from his houfe; He Ikulked for fomc 
.dajs aboyut the city, and afterwards endeavoured to el* 
.cape on board iht TarJ^a/9, a ^jj/irJ veflel, bound io 

Gentlemen^ yoawill rccoUeft that fome four or,five days 
after tibe infurreftion, an order of the Lord Lieutenant 
and Council was iiTiicd) that no man fliould be allowed , t 

to le^ve Ireland without obtaining a paiTport \ and {lri£t 
orders were given to the ccUedors and other o£Bcers of 
the Aeyenue to be cautious^ that n^ man (hould iail with- 
out luch a proteftion. It happened, that this veflel being 
driven by diftrefs^into the Bay of Calingford^ Mr. Read 
thjC furveyor of that place, put out and, enquired whether 
there were any padeogers on board : he found there were 
four of them, three ^d rqgular paflports, biit the pri- 

-fonernone ; when called upon for Bis name, his trade» ' - 
and fituation in life, he admitted that his name was 
Redmondf and faid that he was going to purchafe coals. 
Whai he was afked wrtl^ r^ard to his luggage, he ^id 
be had nome, tbiat he found it more convenient to travel 

. tilth guineas, and was fortunate enough to h^ve many 
at command, As to his pafs, he faid it was in his port'- • 
manteau which was waihed overboarii^ ; this account with 
other circumftances of fufpicion, not fatisfying the diEccr, 
he apprehended the prifoner and brought him on (here. 
He remained in Neivry fome ihort time/ made protef- 
tations of bis innocence, and declared that upon writing 

, to town, no gentlcmap.who knew him would hefitate to ^ 

. fend him a pafs \ and be requefted to be detained there, 
until he (ho»Ald write a line or two to Dublin. Mr. Read 
was fo far impofed upon^as to indulge him ; the prifoner 
accordingly wrote to Alderman Trevor^ but received no 
anfwer, the ofScer bad therefore intended to aft upon 
his own fufpicions and to bring him up to town, but at 
the moment he received an order from government to 
tranfmit him to Dubiin without delay, the difcovery that ^ 
had been maJe in his houfe, having ftrongly corroborated 
the other circu(nftances of ftjfpicion againft him ; a^- «^ 

cordingly 
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cordingly, he was forwafded to DuMw /he flept'bne ni|^t 
*^t Droghedaj perceiving that mattefs were beginning to 
grow defper&te, he actknowledged, that he had qo ptfs 
.at all, and' that the ftory of its being walhed overboard 
was altogethefr a fabrication. . In Droghtda^ fie indcrf- 
tripufly entered into thefc kind of converlationSy which 
at an earlier period he mud have indulged in, and which 
ultimately have led h'fm into that 6tuati9n in which he 
unfortunately finds hin^felf. In tfaefe conver fat ions, whi^h 
arc alfo corroborative of the evidfencc which will be given, 
he extolled the happinefs of France y and praifed the great 
and powerful Conful BonapbrU \ JUich fenttments ei- 
prefTed in fuch a fituation, are circumdances to corrobo- 
rate the evidence oiM^Cahe^ and (h6w that he \% not j 
miftaken in the man^ upon ^Jibm he caffs the itiiputatida 
of treafon, , •" " , 

Gentlemen, tKe prifdner at the bar was broiight to 
town and examined ; the firfl queftion he was afked was, 
where he flept upon the night of the i-^d of July^ he 
acknowledged that he flept at his houfe upon the Coal- 
^dy.; he was then afked where he breakfafted upon the 
morning of the 23d. he faid' he had breakfafted at his 
own houfe ; Major ^irr found it necefTary to rcfr^fh his 
memory, and accordingly introduced M^Cabe and Brwwm 
into his prefence 5 the Very momen the faw them, he rc- 
tradled his former afTef tion, and admitted lie had tfot 
breakfafted at his own houfe, but at Browne* s houfe at I 
Jjland' Bridge ; x\Jfk falfe rcprefcntation of himfelF and 
the immediate retraftion of it, when h« faw the witnefies^ 
who could confute hirti, are flrong in fupport of what 
will be offered by M^'Cabe. I think it more material to 
call your attention to thofe circumflanccs of corroboration, 
becaufe M'^Cabe was certainly one of thofe unfortunate 
and deluded men, who wtrt brought forward upon the 
fatal evening of the ijd of yuly. Allen appointed to 
meet them at the head of Rainsfird-Sirett ^ he afterwards 
difappointed him, as many of their leaders did, upon dif^ 
covering too late into what a forlorn and^ defperate enter- 
prize they were about to embark ; M^Cabe attended, but 
jliiin did not \ the former finding himfelf de(:eived, fecretcd 
himielf for fome hours, but was at length taken with a 
b)underbufs ^d feme amniunitionj s^nd certainly dif- 

covcncd 
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c6*cred tfncfer fath circamftaffces as put him mider an 
a(k>reh8nfion fcr* his oym fafetjr ; he has fince made tbc 
difcrofcirie^ vfltidh f ani not fb partial to him as to ffippolb 
heivould have madfe, were it not fbr the appreKenfions 
which he rtitift have entertained fbr himfelf, but it is 
ohly^-modc by which thefe fort of confpiracies can be 
oovfered ; I do not defire bis reftimony to have weight 
firona- the good and moral charadter of the man j his 
having embarked in treafocf has dietrafted from the credit 
which you would otherwife give him, bot notwithftand- 
feg*, if he tells yoa, a clear confiftcnt ftory Which no 
good fiibjeft could have it in his power to difclofe; (bc- 
-caofe it is impoiTifolii that private conVerfations betweoi 
toni^irators can be diftlofed by arry one bat a confpirator, 
and therefore under fuch circumftances he is the beft and 
moft fatisfaftory evidence,) and if he fliall be corroborated 
by other collateral circumftances, it will be fufficient to 
cbnviA the prifoner \ I am not aware from the comntuni- 
cations which have been made of APCabe^s evidence, that 
you will find a fyllable fall from him which we will not fup- 
port id a very fatisfafVory manner by collateral evidence* 
And though I proteft againft the rieceffity of producing fuch 
minute corroborations \ yet I think upon the whole, we 
ihall be able upon the ^refent occa'fion to lay before you 
as complete alyftem of evidence as can be delivered 10 
itipport of the accufacion. 

Gentlemen! I feel it my duty to ftate a further cifcum- 
ffance, I have to call your attention to a paper prepared 
by the prifoner, fubfequent to his arreft. 

Mr. Mac. Kally. My Lords, I fubmit,' that this 
p^per ihould not* be ftated. It is a determined caft, 
that nb paper found in the poflibffion of a prifbnir 
fubfequent to his committal can be r'ead in evidence 
againft him. I am prepared to argue it ; but at pre- 
fcnt I fubmit, whether it (hould be ftated ; I put the 
objeftion hi this fhape : — ^This Court affigned agent and 
counfel to the prifoner ; in order to prepare for his de- 
fence, if he were permitted the uft of pen, ink and paper, 
he muft commit inftruAions to writing, in order to lay 
before his counfel and agent, who were to advife him ta 
his pleaj and he is at liberty to fuggeft fuch mattef as he 

may 
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may think prtfper for the purpofe of coBfuhing with 
thetD. . If a roan in this fituation makes ufe of pen, iivk 
and paper for that purpofe, (and no roan can fay tb^ 
paper was not for that purpofe,) it would roake an extra- 
ordinary precedent. I have it ftrong upon my recol- 
Ie£lion, that in the cafe of Hardy^ three matters of evi- 
dence were offered. The firft were papers found in his 
poileflion. The fecond were papers found in the poIIeRion 
of a co-confpirator. And the third was evidence of the 
manufadturiog of pikes. Upon each of thofe, the cpnrt 
ruled, firft, that as to the papers found in his poiTeiQoQ) 
fubfequent to his committal (here it is fubfequent to in- 
diflment which is dill flronger,) could not be read in 
evidence againft him, and a& to papers found upon a co- 
confpirator, they could be read, provided there was 
proof to {hew, they were written before he was commit- 
ted-^but if not, they could not be read. 

I* have taken the liberty of throwing out this in .the 
manner 1 have done, and fubmitting to the AUorfitj" 
General y whether he choofes to proceed, and fiate this 
paper to the Jury. If he does, I (hall make fucK ob- 
jections to the admiffibility of it in evidence as may octur 
to me, I (ball now make an apology to the Attorney^Gener^l 
for indulging me fb much. 

. Mr. Attorney-General. I am fure that the inter- 
ruption by Mr. Mac Na//y zro{e from the neceffity which he 
felt of animadverting by anticipation upon the evidence, be- 
fore it was offered to the Jury or the Court ; and of coutfe 
he laboured under the difad vantage of not knowing the 
nature of the evidence to which he was fpeaking, or the 
object for which it was to be produced. I would be very 
relu£iant to date any thing on the part of the Crown, nn- 
Icfs 1 were previoufly convinced of its admiffibility jn cvi- 
..dence ; and therefore, if I had the flighted doubt of the 
admij(Ebility of this paper, it would be my duty to fup- 
prefs it. But I offer it fer the purpofe of fubftantiatiqg 
the charge againfl: the prifoner^ of having been engaged 
in a confpiracy to overthrow the government and confti- 
Jution of the country ; and t fay that 9ny paper be it 
written when it may, can be produced in evidence to 
fubftantiate the charge. I take the diftinAion to be thi$ ^ 
th^t you cannot fupport s^n indiflment merely by giving 

evidence 
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evtdeoce iaf an oviert aft, committed after the incHftitiiint 
found. But evidence of an overt aft previoufly-comitilttetf 
and dated in the indiftment never comes too late^ and* 
if thw be not a fabftantive overt aft of treafon, but is 
merely evidence fupplied by the prtfoner, I care not wh< 
in (bpport of tfec charge previouflj^ made again ri Mm, H 
i« hdt- too late, and foch objcftion' as is now tnade never 
wsfe entertained, and if I miftake not has been overruled.* 
Iciin'atfo relieve the counfel from the ftjppofition, thalthii 
p^p^t was intended as aiiy part of the- prifonerV b**i€f| 
betaufe it was written for the avowed piirpofe of ^kf§ 
printed ; it^ is addrefled to the^ people at large, ant^lsoii* 
tain^much objeftionable matter,' which I do not f^l my-* 
fcif at liberty to produce to the Court and the Jury* f 
will read particular paffages ; the prifoncr may call foi* 
ft|ch' other parts of it, as he think» proper ; but in com*^ 
pailion te him, I 6a not read it all,' I (hall refer to fuch 
part only as Ihews he was embarked in a confpjracy for

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duce this pofitioHi that this mani though he never took 
the oath of allegiance, was as much perjured when he 
look the oath of an United Irj/bman, as if he had been 
fworn never to take it. 

I do not impute perjury to him for betraying his party, 
but I fee xio merit attached to him by fo doings if he 
afted from humanity, or a refpeft for fociety, he mighl 
have fbme merit with you ; but he did not a£k from either 
of thofe motives, be was in prifon and his life was itt 
danger before he feceded from and betrayed his party ; 
his treachery was not the refult of repentancei but of 
mean and bafe cowardice; I advert now to two circum- 
ftances; one is an a£); qf parliament, the other a princi- 
ple of juftice. The ftat. 3. Ed. I. fpeaking of approvers, 
and I wiih thofe who- have the care of gaols would at- 
tend to it, *< If a man be imprifoned, and the gaoleiy 
•* by durcfs of imprifonment, fhall extort from him 
, •* any confeilion, or any evidence againft another, for 
*' the purpofe of becoming a witneis againft that other, 
<* he Ihail be guilty of felony:" how dbes that apply 
here? the principle of the law goes to every man ob- 
taining foch ^evidence by fuch means. Every man does 
not incur a felony, becaufe he is not within the ftrift 
letter of the ftatute; but he incurs a cehfure, becaufe 
he is within the principle of the law; and Lord Coke 
hjs, ^' it is not lawful to induce, or excite any man,' 
^ even to a juft accufation of another, much lefs by 
*< dorefs of imprifonment, and leaft of all by a gaoler 
<• to whom the prifoner is committed for fafe cuftody,** 
thefe words have been adopted by Sir William Black/ioney 
ill the ableft manner, and he has been followed by that 
great Jurift, Lord Mansfield^ whofe expreffions I will 
read: Speaking of approvers in the cafe of Mrs. Rudd^ he 
fays, ." no doubt, if it was not neceflary for the execution 
'^ of the law, agarnft notorious offenders, that accompli- 
*' CCS fbould be received, the praftice is liable to many 
** obje£Vions, and though accomplices are competent 
« witnefles, their fingle teftimony alone is feldom of fiif- 
«* ficient weight with a jury, to conviA a prifoner^ ' So* 
*^ ftrong is the temptation to commit perjury, ifj by ac- 
" cuimg another, he could acquit himfetf/* Thefc are 
the words of Lord Mansfield^ they have been adoptrf,' 
and I have often besurd the fame ftntimtms; from the^ 

• judges 
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judges irbb are (his'day j^efidlr^g, thoogh perhaps.' not in 
•Ac fame precife words. I alk you, Gentlemen,' docs not 
this legal doftrine apply to the witnefs ? Docs it not ap- 
ply to your own confciencey and tell ydu he dcfcrvcs no 
credit, in a cafe where his own life is the reward, and 
in cafe the Prifoner be convifted ? 

Nowi Gentlemen, it is certainly true, that the witnefs 
in tills cafe, does not (land conviAed upon record : he 
only ftands impeached on his own confeffion of his owA 
crimes. If he were convifted, he would not have opened 
his mouth, his lips would have been for ever clofed as « 
witnefs ; and tlkrefore, he is now {landing before you as 
a culprit. For, in faft, you have two men to try : — you 
have firft the witnefs to try, in order to fee, whether he 
defcrves credit ; if he does not, you convift him as a per- 
jured man, and l^ave his puniihment to another tribunal, 
but he ftands conviftcd on record in your confcienccs, the 
finger of God hath' written his conviftion in your hearts, 
and, by the fame almighty finger, and upon the fame 
hearts is written, the acquittal of the young man at the 
bar 5 becaufe, if you convift -the witncli of perjury, you 
cannot confider the Prifoner as meriting convifkioni on 
any faft he has fworh to. 

Gentlemen, I am to ftate, as part of this young man's 
cafe, that, as to the fafls fworn againft him, he has no 
"witnefs to produce : and I do^know, it has been argued, 
on other occafions, that the non-produdtion of ^itneiTes 
is a kind of negative evidence, tending to convi^ the Pri- 
foner. But upon principles of law, I deny the validity of 
the argument. It was not until very lately, indeed, that 
witnefles were allowed to be exam'mcd for the Prifoner, 
and evien much iMer were his witnefies allowed to be 
fworn ; becaufe, as agreat Jurifl exprefies it, the evidence 
againft him ought to be fo conclufively imprefied upon the 
mind of the Jury, that there ihould be no doubt of his 
guilt; That is Lord C^j^^s excufe for the pradjce, tod I 
adopt it here; becaufe the Prifoner ftands accufed by the 
fingle teftimony of an accomplice, whofe inventions^ and 
perjuries he could not be. prepared to anfwer. There are 
other witnefles I admit, and I fhaii make one or two ob- 
servations upon what has fallen from fome of them.

It has been ftated by Major Sirr, ^that he went to a 
boufe upon the Coal-.^uay ; you will determine, wheth^ 
that'W^s the £rifoiier'& houf^, bu^ fuppoting the Major's 
evidence went lia farther^ thc^L I would tell yoii» that you 
could give no credit to it. Let it not be fuppofed, that 
I am controverting his ajccount of what he law, or his^ re- 
lation of what M^Cabe xo\d him; I do pot. Pikes an4 
other implements were found » that is- proved ; but when 
was that ? The Prifoner had not lain at home on tlie 
night of the 2jd of July; . The paper which hath been 
produced, is evidence for the Prifoner,, beiog offered by 
the Crowflv You are ao take the whoie of it into your 
€t)tifiddpattoti. The. Prifoner was at.bopiein.the mom* 
ing, but was heat home, when thofe implepients were de- 
livered at his hoofc ? Having left his houfej^ the prefump- 
tlon isV that they were depofited there in his abfencc. 
When M^Cahe and his afibciates got poffeiilon of the ad- 
joining, houfes, they opened a communicatien for carpen- 
ters to work, in forming thofe machines that bave been 
defcribed* 

Gentlemen, I do not controvert, that the Prifoner fled, 
that is, that he went on board a fhip 5 but it if a remark^ 
able cifcumftance, that he never changed his name. 
And why did he fly? Becaufe it might probably be true, 
that he was at Broivnes^ in the morning of the a3d of 
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yuljy and might have heard ixijore in the courfe of the day 
which might render it neceflar^ for him to avoid being 
apprehended foir tteat, which I .call aimifpriiion of treafon. 
Buty even if you were fatisfiled of that, it would not au- 
.thorize a con viftion upon the iiididnient. Fl^*ht is ai 
fault, but innocent men may fly from fear, may fly, to 
avoid impri(bnment or fhfpicion. „ , . 

' Gentlemen, I li^ve taken up too much of ybdr time, 
and I thank you and the Court, for the indulgence I have 
experienced. I have only to' add, that the young mait ai 
the bar is of a refpeQable family, that he was early in life, 
bound 'to a hatter, he afterwaoids, when he came of "^gc^ 
commenced coal-merchant; atid. Gentlemen, in ordet 
further to weaken the teftinaony of the approver, I will 
produce a contrad to it, a charaAer which is not impeach- 
ed, and then I will leave it to you, which is.moft prob»- 
bie, whether a virtuous young man and a good fon is bet- 
ter entitled to your verdid of acquittal, as an innocent 
man, than the approver^ felf- impeached as he is, by his 
own teftimony, of being guilty of fuch enormous crimes, ad 
perhaps, the biftory of the enormities of mankind collect- 
ed together, can fcarcely produce.

at IJland-Bridge^ wh|ch afluaftlly was the cafe. 1 will 

not attempt to mention what tranfpired between us, — ^I be- 
lieve all the; anfwers read by Major S/rrplom the paper, 
'Were adually the cafe.— —As to the eWlence of Mr. 
'Heady as far as concerns the conver(ati«i between us, 
'iipon the fubje£l relative to the charader ^Bonaparte^ I 
-confefs, he was the firft perfon who introduced it, — he firft 
' drank the health of the King— I drank it— I then gave the
